The  Worthy  Overseer,  Beatty  H.  Dimit,  offered  the  following  resolution 
for  immediate  action:  a"*uuon 

Whereas,  There  is  at  present  a  surplus  of  meat  which  can  not  be  moved 
because  of  the  high  point  values  required;  and 

Whereas,  This  surplus  has  not  only  filled  the  refrigerators  and  store 
rooms  of  the  packers  and  wholesalers,  but  has  led  to  a  congestion  of  ani- 
mals in  the  stockyards,  which  in  turn  necessitates  the  farmer  and  feeder 
holding  prime  marketable  meat  animals  that  must  be  fed  grains  sorely 
needed  for  dairy  and  poultry  production  or  which  could  be  used  for  human 
food;  and 

Whereas,  The  price  on  these  meats  in  many  instances  has  been  lowered 
so  that  people  accustomed  to  buying  in  quantity  could  purchase  and  home 
cure  or  place  m  their  private  cold  storage  lockers  their  yearly  supply  of 
meat  were  it  not  for  lack  of  ration  points.  Note— This  would  not  be  hoard- 
ing when  there  is  a  surplus  of  the  commodity  in  question  and  would  relieve 
the  above  congestion. 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  as- 
sembled m  71st  Annual  Session,  go  on  record  as  requesting  the  O  PA 
to  remove  the  ration  point  requirements  on  these  surplus  meats,  thus  per- 
mitting  the  consumer  to  take  advantage  of  the  lower  price  already  estab- 
lished by  0.  P.  A.  and  thereby  relieving  the  producer,  processor,  and  the 
storage  firms.         ' 

Further  Be  it  Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  action  be  sent  with  our 
fraternal  greetings  and  suggestion  of  similar  action  to  our  sister  State 
Granges  in  session  in  Ohio  and  New  York. 

The  resolution  was  seconded  by  Past  Master  J.  A.  Boak  and  unani- 
mously adopted  by  the  delegate  body. 

The  Worthy  Overseer  was  called  to  occupy  the  Master's  chair  with 
Brother  Isaac  Gross  filling  the  Overseer's  station.  Brother  Dimit  intro- 
duced Worthy  Master  Kenzie  S.  Bagshaw,  who  delivered  his  annual  address. 


Master's  Address 


As  we  assemble  for  work  in  this  Seventy-First  Annual  Session  of  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Grange,  grave  responsibilities  rest  upon  us. 

The  record  of  the  Grange  in  promoting  and  accomplishing  the  objectives 
of  Agriculture  as  outlined  by  the  Founders  of  the  Order  stands  alone  in  the 
annals  of  Agriculture  achievement. 

The  specific  objectives  upon  which  our  Order  was  founded  have  stood 
the  test  of  time  and  are  as  sound  today  as  when  stated  seventy  years  ago. 

For  seventy-five  years  our  order  has  labored  "to  develop  a  better  and 
higher  manhood  and  womanhood  among  ourselves:  to  enhance  the  comforts 
and  attractions  of  our  homes,  and  strengthen  our  attachments  to  our  pur- 
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suits;  to  foster  mutual  understanding  and  co-operation;  to  maintain  invio- 
late our  laws,  and  to  emulate  each  other  in  labor,  to  hasten  the  good  time 
coming;  to  reduce  our  expenses,  both  individual  and  corporate;  to  buy  less 
and  produce  more,  in  order  to  make  our  farms  self-sustaining;  to  diversify 
our  crops,  and  crop  no  more  than  we  can  cultivate;  to  condense  the  weight 
of  our  exports,  selling  less  in  the  bushel  and  more  on  hoof  and  in  fleece; 
less  in  lint,  and  more  in  warp  and  woof;  to  systematize  our  work,  and 
calculate  intelligently  on  probabilities;  to  discountenance  the  credit  system, 
the  mortgage  system,  the  fashion  system,  and  every  other  system  tending 
to  prodigality  and  bankruptcy. 

We  propose  meeting  together,  talking  together,  working  together,  buy- 
ing together,  selling  together,  and,  in  general,  acting  together  for  our 
mutual  protection  and  advancement,  as  occasion  may  require.  We  shall 
avoid  litigation  as  much  as  possible  by  arbitration  in  the  grange.  We  shall 
constantly  strive  to  secure  entire  harmony,  good  will,  vital  brotherhood 
among  ourselves,  and  to  make  our  Order  perpetual.  We  shall  earnestly 
endeavor  to  suppress  personal,  local,  sectional,  and  national  prejudices,  all 
unhealthy  rivalry,  all  selfish  ambition.  Faithful  adherence  to  these  prin- 
ciples will  insure  our  mental,  moral,  social,  and  material  advancement. 

Perhaps  there  has  never  been  a  time  in  the  life  of  our  Nation  when  it 
was  so  essential  that  we  meet  together  and  discuss  our  problems.  Our  form 
of  government  can  be  maintained  only  by  having  an  intelligent  and  well 
informed  citizenry.  The  Grange  continues  in  its  important  and  unique 
position  of  leadership  in  the  discussion  and  solution  of  the  many  serious 
and  perplexing  problems  facing  us  in  these  critical  and  uncertain  times. 

Winning  the  War 

We  are  very  happy  to  know  that  our  Granges  have  joined  wholehearted- 
ly in  the  war  effort  and  continue  to  lead  in  the  war  work  of  rural  Pennsyl- 
vania. The  service  flags  in  our  Grange  Halls  are  solemn  reminders  of  the 
bravery  and  patriotism  of  our  boys  who  have  gone  forth  to  win. 

May  these  same  flags  ever  remind  us  of  our  duty  on  the  home  front. 
May  we  so  carry  our  responsibility  that  these  boys  may  return  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment  to  an  America  rededicated  by  their  sacrifice  and 
out  effort  to  the  principle  of  freedom  so  well  established  by  the  founders  of 
this  great  republic. 


Agriculture  and  Food  Production 

The  greatest  problem  confronting  the  American  farmer  today  is  food 
production. 

As  we  start  on  the  third  year  of  total  warfare,  we  find  many  of  our 
farms  stripped  of  efficient  labor  and  with  badly  worn  machinery. 

During  the  past  two  years  our  farmers  have  produced  abundantly 
despite  a  most  serious  shortage  of  labor  and  machinery. 

Much  effort  has  been  put  forth  by  the  Grange  both  in  State  and  Nation 
to  remedy  this  serious  handicap  to  an  abundant  production  so  badly  needed 
when  half  the  world  is  suffering  the  pangs  of  hunger. 
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The  shortage  of  farm  labor  continues  to  be  one  of  the  chief  factors  in 
limiting  production.  Many  of  our  best  farm  workers  were  taken  into  Mili- 
tary  Service  before  those  in  authority  realized  that  agriculture  was  an 
essential  industry.  Perhaps  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  farms  of  the 
country  represent  a  great  reservoir  capable  of  absorbing  great  quantities  of 
cheap  labor  in  times  of  financial  depression.  At  such  times  food  is  pro- 
duced  in  an  abundance  and  the  farmer  becomes  the  forgotten  man. 

Much  of  the  farm  labor  problem  has  resulted  from  this  condition  of 
long  hours,  low  wages  and  unpaid  family  labor,  this  has  resulted  in  cheap 
food  for  the  masses.  The  war  with  its  resultant  build-up  of  industrial 
activity  with  its  cost  plus  system  has  drained  this  reservoir  of  farm  labor 
and  left  the  farmer  stranded.  Ceiling  prices  have  left  him  no  choice  but  to 
curtail  his  production  or  go  completely  out  of  business. 

Many  farmers  have  continued  in  business  with  the  hope  that  prices 
would  soon  be  readjusted  to  a  figure  which  would  enable  them  to  employ 
labor  and  remain  in  their  chosen  occupation  without  sacrificing  a  business 
which  required  a  lifetime  in  its  building. 

Utter  disappointment  has  been  theirs  as  they  are  offered  a  Govern- 
ment Dole  in  the  form  of  another  subsidy  instead  of  a  fair  price. 

They  are  not  unmindful  of  the  judicial  statement  that  the  government 
has  a  right  to  regulate  that  which  it  subsidizes. 

Farmers  are  discouraged.  They  cannot  do  the  impossible,  they  know 
production  will  fall  below  the  country's  needs  at  this  critical  time. 

Price  Ceilings,  Roll  Backs  and  Subsidies 

Any  discussion  of  food  production  would  not  be  complete  without  some 
mention  of  price  ceilings,  roll  back  prices  and  subsidies. 

Price  ceilings  were  established  by  those  responsible  for  the  National 
Agricultural  Program.  It  was  claimed  that  in  order  to  prevent  inflation 
ceilings  must  be  used. 

In  establishing  ceilings  under  the  actual  cost  of  production,  subsidies 
have  been  resorted  to  as  a  means  of  meeting  production  costs. 

This  added  tax  burden  seems  altogether  uncalled  for  at  this  time  when 
the  income  of  the  average  consumer  is  sufiicient  to  pay  our  food  bill  as  we 
go  and  not  pass  it  on  to  future  generations  and  especially  to  the  boys  in 
battle. 

Our  National  Master  has  treated  this  subject  so  ably  in  his  recent 
address  before  the  National  Grange  that  I  wish  to  quote  as  follows:  "Sub- 
sidies aggravate  the  trouble  we  are  seeking  to  remedy  because  they  are 
themselves  inflationary.  The  money  has  to  be  borrowed  and  increases  the 
surplus  income,  while  to  the  extent  they  fail  to  reach  the  producer,  or  fail 
to  meet  his  increased  costs,  they  fail  to  prevent  the  ceilings  from  curtailing 
production.  There  is  a  simple  law  of  economics  that  cannot  be  brushed 
aside.  If  you  want  to  increase  the  supply  of  anything,  you  increase  the 
price,  thus  encouraging  production  and  discouraging  consumption.  We 
are  doing  the  opposite.  We  are  short  of  food,  and  we  are  reducing  the 
price  to  discourage  production  and  encourage  consumption,  a  most  in- 
flationary procedure.

'^Subsidies,  plus  an  enormous  cost  of  administration  and  interest,  will 
be  passed  on  to  those  who  are  fighting  our  battles  at  the  front  and  to  our 
children.  This  is  entirely  uncalled  for.  Although  we  are  eating  about  30 
per  cent  better  than  we  did  before  the  war  started,  we  are  paying  the  lowest 
per  cent  of  our  income  for  food  in  our  history,  only  21  per  cent, — believed  to 
be  the  lowest  of  any  nation  in  the  world.  In  other  words,  with  our  unprece- 
dented income,  we  are  better  able  to  pay  our  grocery  bill  than  ever  before, 
and  there  is  no  reason  on  earth  why  we  should  pass  it  on  to  others.  No  one 
complained  about  the  cost  of  food  in  1928-29.  We  thought  we  were  fairly 
prosperous.  Since  then  our  income  has  nearly  doubled  and  the  cost  of 
living  has  gone  up  less  than  2  per  cent.  The  talk  about  dire  distress  is  not 
based  on  the  truth. 

"Subsidies  will  lead  to  economic  chaos.  If  we  maintain  price  ceilings 
with  subsidies  to  meet  the  rising  costs,  we  will  develop  an  increasingly  un- 
balanced price  structure.  When  war  ends,  if  we  are  to  escape  that  swift 
road  to  printing-press  inflation,  we  will  have  to  think  about  balancing  the 
budget.  Subsidies  will  be  one  of  the  first  items  cut  off.  Then  either  farmers 
will  have  to  raise  prices  to  get  production  costs  or  go  out  of  business.  If 
during  these  days,  when  our  surplus  spending  power  is  one  of  our  greatest 
problems,  we  are  not  willing  to  pay  the  cost  of  producing  our  food,  what 
would  the  chances  be  of  raising  prices  when  the  boys  come  home  looking  for 
jobs?  The  answer  is  none,  whatever.  The  result  would  be  complete  col- 
lapse." 

Yes,  we  are  now  seeing  evidence  of  chaos  and  collapse  in  one  great 
branch  of  agriculture,  the  dairy  business,  due  to  ceiling  prices  and  subsidies. 
I  have  never  seen  as  many  public  sales  of  dairy  cows  in  the  fall  of  the  year 
as  I  have  seen  during  the  last  few  weeks. 

Milk  production  has  declined  at  an  alarming  rate.  Price  ceilings  and 
subsidies  forced  upon  farmers  in  lieu  of  fair  prices  have  already  brought 
chaos  and  collapse  to  many  dairy  farmers. 

It  is  most  unfortunate  that  these  destructive  methods  of  control  have 
been  permitted  to  undermine  and  destroy  so  much  vital  food  production  at 
this  very  critical  time  when  there  is  such  great  need  of  every  quart  of  milk 
and  pound  of  butter. 

American  Agriculture  is  facing  a  real  crisis.  We  must  have  an  abun- 
dant food  supply.  If  our  farmers  receive  a  price  high  enough  to  make  it 
possible  to  pay  a  wage  to  keep  labor  on  the  farm  and  if  they  are  permitted 
to  get  the  necessary  equipment  and  machinery  and  then  are  given  a  good 
letting  alone,  they  will  produce  a  maximum  yield. 


Education 

The  Grange  has  always  championed  the  cause  of  practical  education. 
We  have  co-operated  wherever  possible  with  our  educational  institutions  and 
have  spared  no  effort  in  maintaining  all  of  them  as  free  and  independent 
institutions  for  the  dissemination  of  information  and  education. 

Temperance 

During  the  prosecution  of  a  war,  we  are  prone  to  forget  some  of  our 
most  essential  needs  for  a  continuing  and  happy  existence. 
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We  are  told  that  delinquency  among  the  young  people  is  very  rapidly 
increasing.  War  has  never  raised  the  moral  standards  of  a  people.  The 
call  for  clean  wholesome  recreation  is  more  urgent  than  ever  before  and  our 
Granges  have  a  great  opportunity  for  service  in  this  field. 

A  special  representative  of  FBI  addressing  the  juvenile  group  at  the 
recent  session  of  the  National  Grange  spoke  as  follows:  "This  country  is 
fighting  a  glorious  fight  to  preserve  freedom  throughout  the  world.  We 
are  winning  this  fight,  and  we  must  win  it  for  the  sake  of  our  children  and 
of  their  children  to  come.  We  are,  however,  faced  with  the  possibility  of 
winning  the  war  and  losing  freedom  in  these  United  States. 

"A  free  nation  cannot  exist  whose  moral  fibres  have  disintegrated  be- 
cause its  people  have  been  derelict  in  preparing  their  offspring  to  continue 
the  responsibilities  of  a  free  people.  I  refer  to  the  alarming  rise  in  num- 
bers of  the  so-called  delinquent  child.  I  am  not  at  all  certain  that  that 
characterization  is  just  or  correct,  but  the  facts  remain  that  in  the  last  year 
seventeen  per  cent  more  boys  under  21  were  arrested  for  assault  than  the 
year  before;  26  per  cent  more  for  disorderly  conduct;  30  per  cent  more  for 
drunkenness;  10  per  cent  more  for  rape.  Consider  with  these  appaling 
figures  that  many  boys  in  this  age  group  had  already  entered  the  armed 
services,  or  were  productively  employed. 

"The  arrest  of  girls  within  this  age  group  is  even  more  startling.  These 
girls  are  the  future  mothers  of  America,  yet  the  arrest  figures  show  39  per 
cent  more  for  drunkenness,  64  per  cent  more  for  prostitution;  69  per  cent 
more  for  disorderly  conduct;  and  124  per  cent  more  for  vagrancy.  Bear  in 
mind  these  figures  cover  only  those  who  were  arrested;  the  hundreds  who 
were  not  formally  arrested  but  were  cared  for  by  Juvenile  agencies  are  not 
included. 

"For  the  first  six  months  of  1943  persons  aged  18  years  were  arrested 
more  frequently  than  any  other  age  group.  In  other  words  18-year-olds 
constituted  our  largest  criminal  group.  This  frightful  condition  has  alarmed 
the  country;  law  enforcement  agencies.  Juvenile  societies,  probate  court 
and  other  agencies  are  being  asked  to  immediately  rectify  the  situation  and 
offer  a  panacea  to  correct  all  the  ills  that  contribute  to  such  a  moral  let- 
down." 

War  has  never  raised  the  moral  standards  of  a  people.  The  call  for 
clean  wholesome  and  temperate  recreation  is  more  urgent  now  than  ever 
before  and  our  Granges  have  a  great  opportunity  for  service  in  this  field. 

Legislation 

The  Grange  continues  to  hold  a  leading  position  in  legislative  affairs  in 
both  State  and  Nation. 

During  the  year  our  State  Legislature  held  its  regular  session.  We 
were  extremely  fortunate  in  having  a  few  practical  farmers  and  Patrons  in 
our  Legislative  assemblies. 

We  found  this  group  of  Agricultural  leaders  most  helpful  in  the  solution 
of  Agriculture's  legislative  problems. 

For  many  years  the  Grange,  both  State  and  National  has  rendered  a 
distinct  service  to  our  farmers.  The  sane  policy  of  the  Grange  in  matters  of 
importance  over  a  period  of  many  years,  has  placed  it  in  a  position  of 
influence  and  power  in  Agricultural  Legislative  affairs. 

Its  position  of  leadership  in  legislative  matters  will  amply  fit  it  for 
service  in  the  post  war  period  and  reconstruction  days  when  sane  counsel 
tempered  with  traditional  Americanism  will  be  so  badly  needed. 


Cooperation  and  Insurance 

The  Grange  served  as  the  pioneer  in  the  cooperative  field  of  Agricul- 
ture. Our  Grange  Fire  Insurance  companies  carry  more  than  100  million 
dollars  of  insurance  in  the  state  while  the  National  Grange  Fire  Insurance 
Company  provides  insurance  and  reinsurance  facilities  to  Grange  institu- 
tions and  patrons. 

The  National  Grange  Mutual  Liability  Company  provides  automobile 
insurance. 

The  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Company  continues  its  serv- 
ice to  our  members. 

The  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  continues  its  service  to  its  patrons. 

Condition  of  the  Order 

The  condition  of  the  Order  is  all  that  can  be  expected  in  most  areas. 
Gas  and  tire  shortage  has  prevented  as  free  a  movement  as  in  normal  times. 
Many  Granges  have  availed  themselves  of  the  "Every  Officer  Get  a  Mem- 
ber" Campaign  and  they  show  very  substantial  net  gains.  Recent  reports 
are  generally  quite  satisfactory;  however  a  few  sections  have  not  gone  to 
work  in  earnest. 

We  want  to  see  all  making  a  net  gain  next  year  and  ask  your  help  in 
bringing  this  about.  Satisfactory  results  have  been  obtained  where  every 
deputy  and  local  Grange  officer  have  made  proper  effort. 

Summary 

1.  The  objectives  of  the  Order  are  as  sound  today  as  they  were  seventy 
years  ago.    Fundamental  principles  do  not  change. 

2.  We  must  continue  to  meet  together  and  talk  together.  We  must 
maintain  the  right  of  assembly  and  free  speech. 

3.  We  must  win  the  war  and  rededicate  America  to  the  principle  of 
freedom. 

4.  Our  greatest  job  is  abundant  food  production.  We  must  have  a  fair 
price  and  enough  labor  and  machinery  to  do  the  job. 

5.  Price  ceilings  below  cost  of  production  will  lead  to  famine  and 
starvation  and  should  be  abolished. 

6.  Farmers  must  receive  a  fair  and  compensatory  price  at  the  market 
place  if  hunger  and  needless  suffering  is  to  be  averted. 

7.  Subsidies  in  lieu  of  a  fair  price  are  unsound.  Subsidies  entail  a 
needless  waste  of  manpower.  Subsidies  pass  the  food  bill  to  the  next 
generation  and  to  the  boys  at  the  battle  front.  Subsidies  lead  to  regulation 
and  regimentation  and  will  destroy  agriculture  as  a  free  enterprise. 

8.  Adherence  to  the  principles  of  temperance  is  as  important  as  in  by 
gone  days  and  should  be  maintained  at  any  cost. 

9.  The  Grange  and  Agriculture  must  be  represented  in  any  post  war 
planning  affecting  Agriculture. 
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In  Memorium 


During  the  year  many  of  our  Brothers  and  Sisters  have  passed  on. 
They  toiled  in  a  good  cause.  Their  work  is  finished.  They  have  been  called 
home,  but  the  hand  clasp,  the  smile  and  the  gentle  words  will  linger  long 
to  bless  their  memory. 

In  Conclusion 

In  bringing  to  you  my  fifth  message  as  Master  of  this  State  Grange, 
I  am  reminded  how  swiftly  time  passes  and  how  fleeting  are  the  years  and 
how  we  must  hasten  in  the  work  ere  we  too  pass  to  the  great  beyond  and 
now  "Imploring  the  continued  assistance  of  our  Divine  Master  to  guide  us  in 
our  work,  we  here  pledge  ourselves  to  faithful  and  harmonious  labor  for  all 
future  time,  to  return  by  our  united  efforts  to  the  wisdom,  justice,  fraternity, 
and  political  purity  of  our  forefathers."

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REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  OVERSEER 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

The  past  year  has  been  a  period  of  stress,  self  discipline,  and  deep 
anxiety  as  the  lines  of  battle  see- sawed  backward  and  then  forward.  Early 
in  the  year  we  alternated  between  deep  gloom  and  earnest  hope.  Now  the 
tide  seems  definitely  to  have  set  towards  victory  for  our  boys  and  their  allies. 
May  it  soon  bear  us  to  the  cessation  of  hostilities  and  the  beginning  of  a 
just  and  durable  peace. 

No  small  share  of  this  success  has  been  due  to  ttie  unremitting  and 
untiring  effort  of  our  farm  people  in  the  production  of  that  food  supply 
vital  to  any  victory.  All  praise  and  honor,  despite  the  fact  that  no  army 
or  navy  "E"  of  merit  floats  over  the  entrance  to  your  bam  or  homestead. 

Behind  the  scenes  and  openly,  in  private  conference  and  in  public 
hearings,  by  voice  and  by  the  printed  page,  the  Grange  has  been  in  there 
leading,  counselling,  holding  the  line,  or  carrying  the  ball  towards  the  goal 
of  victory.    The  executive  committee  of  the  National  Grange,  of  which  our 
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own  Worthy  State  Master  is  a  member,  has  done  yoeman  service  for  not 
only  agriculture  but  for  the  cause  of  all  the  allied  nations.  The  success 
of  their  effort  depends  in  the  long  run  on  how  the  members  in  Pennsylvania 
and  other  states  strengthen  and  uphold  their  hands.  We  must  do  our  share 
m  that  part  of  the  struggle  assigned  to  our  individual  community,  thus  do 
we  enhance  the  prestige  not  alone  of  the  local  Granges  but  of  the  state  and 
national  bodies  as  well.  As  Kipling  says,  "It's  not  the  individual  soldier 
soul  "    ^^^^  ^^  ^  ^^^^^'  ^"^  ^^^  everlasting  teamwork  of  every  bloomin' 

As  your  State  Overseer,  we  have,  with  the  rest  of  you,  been  limited 
this  year  by  the  shortage  of  gasoline  and  the  restrictions  on  travel  In 
spite  of  these  limitations  we  have  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  State 
Grange  visited  and  addressed  Pomona  Granges  in  the  following  counties- 
Cambria,  twice;  Indiana,  twice;  Huntingdon,  Erie,  Wyoming,  Upper  Bucks" 
Armstrong,  and  Allegheny.  We  installed  two  sets  of  subordinate  officers' 
instructed  four  classes  in  the  unwritten  work  of  our  order,  and  while  serv-' 
ing  as  Overseer  of  our  own  local  subordinate,  personally  secured  three 
instead  of  the  one  new  member  set  as  the  goal  for  each  officer  in  the 
National  membership  drive. 

As  in  previous  years,  we  assisted  the  Worthy  State  Lecturer  in  the 
annual  Grange  Lecturer's  Short  Course  at  State  College  in  June.  We  spoke 
to  the  delegates  on  "The  V  before  Victory"  and  led  a  large  round  table 
discussion  on  "Types  of  War  Activities  In  Which  Local  Granges  Can 
Engage." 

One  of  our  most  pleasurable  privileges  was  to  speak  at  the  Scotch 
Valley  Grange  m  Blair  County  on  the  occasion  of  their  awarding  eight 
Silver  Star  Certificates.  The  occasion  was  rendered  more  unique  by  the 
fact  that  five  of  the  eight  members  completing  more  than  a  quarter  of  a 
century  of  service  to  the  Grange  were  Bagshaws,  two  of  them  being  our 
beloved  State  Master  and  Wife,  Kenzie  S.  and  Clara  B.  Bagshaw. 

We  appeared  and  spoke  for  the  Grange  at  a  hearing  called  by  our  local 
senator  and  state  representative  when  they  desired  information  to  guide 
them  on  proposed  agricultural  legislation.  This  experience  leads  me  to 
state  that  as  Grange  leaders  we  should  be  alert  to  these  opportunities  for 
while  the  opposition  had  fifteen  or  more  men  present,  we  were  the  lone  per- 
son to  set  forth  and  defend  the  stand  of  the  Grange.  Personally  talk  to  the 
men  who  represent  you  in  both  the  state  and  national  legislative  bodies. 
They  appreciate  receiving  your  viewpoint.  If  you  can  not  talk  to  them, 
write  or  wire. 

In  our  contacts  as  a  whole,  we  found  increasing  interest  in  the  Grange 
and  its  program.  Likewise  we  found  those  Subordinates  growing,  who 
instead  of  saying  that  restricted  driving  made  it  impossible  to  carry  on, 
turned  this  handicap  into  a  golden  opportunity  to  make  the  Grange  Hall 
the  community  center  for  both  young  and  old.  To  these  Granges  have 
flocked  the  young  people  until  now  the  hall  is  open  every  week  instead  of 
once  or  twice  per  month.  In  between  times  their  hall  becomes  the  recrea- 
tional focus  in  place  of  the  local  hot  spot  and  dance  hall  dispensing  beer,  or 
the  movie  in  the  distant  town.  A  period  of  stress  such  as  the  present  can 
defeat  us  only  when  we  fail  to  make  of  it  an  opportunity  for  growth  justi- 
fied by  increased  service  to  members  and  to  the  cause  of  agriculture. 

With  the  drafting  of  more  and  more  doctors,  our  group  hospitalization 
plan  is  demonstrating  its  worth.  We  should  now  formulate  plans  for  the 
next   step,  a   cooperative   medical   service.     Many  mushroom   communities 
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resulting  from  a  war  industry  have  successfully  put  cooperative  medicine 
into  effect.  If  we  and  the  medical  profession  fail  to  act,  we  invite  and 
invoke  the  extension  of  federal  governmental  medicine  with  its  attending 
evils. 

The  appointment  of  every  member  to  some  committee  with  definitely 
assigned  duties,  we  are  convinced,  will  do  much  to  maintain  interest  and 
loyalty.  The  working  Grange  is  the  growing  Grange.  The  member  with 
a  specific  duty  or  a  timely  assignment  is  faithful  and  regular  in  attendance. 
Of  such  members  and  Subordinates,  the  Order  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry 
stands  in  real  need  during  this  era  of  world  stress  and  reconstruction.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  CERES 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  arid  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

The  pleasure  of  bringing  greetings  to  you  for  the  third  year  from  the 
station  of  Ceres,  is  shared  with  every  Patron  of  Bucks  County.  In  this  most 
challenging  year  we,  in  Bucks  County,  have  been  able,  not  merely  to  hold 
our  Grange  membership,  but  have  made  some  gain. 

My  Grange  activities  have  necessarily  been  confined  to  those  within 
our  Subordinate,  serving  my  second  term  as  Master  and  assisting  with  the 
Degree  Work  of  Pomona.  We  attended  the  60th  Anniversary  of  Upper 
Bucks  Pomona  No.  50,  at  which  time  Worthy  Staite  Overseer,  Beatty  H. 
Dimit,  brought  to  the  Patrons  of  our  County  a  message  they  will  long 
remember.  The  emphasis  he  placed  upon  the  necessity  for  all  races  to 
consider  each  other's  problems  oalmly,  and  with  tolerance,  is  food  for  much 
thought  now,  if  wars  are  to  be  prevented  in  the  future.  Just  two  weeks  ago 
it  was  our  great  privilege  to  hear  Worthy  National  Master,  A.  S.  Goss, 
speak  on  the  subject,  "Washington  and  The  Farmer." 

Early  this  year  I  was  asked  to  represent  the  women  of  the  State  Grange 
on  The  Pennsylvania  Rural  Safety  Committee.  I  attended  the  state-wide 
meeting  held  at  Harrisburg  in  October.  The  plans  of  this  committee  are 
still  in  their  formative  state  but  its  policies  are  for  the  ultimate  good  of 
every  citizen.

The  col- 
lective efforts  of  these  determined  individuals  will  help  place  Agriculture  in 
a  proper  relation  to  any  post  war  economy  and  make  for  a  more  satisfying 

rural  life.

REPORT  OF  THE  JUVENILE  SUPERINTENDENT 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

The  Christmas  season  always  finds  us  thinking  of,  and  for  children, 
and  this  year  should  find  us  giving  them  more  than  the  usual  amount  of 
consideration.  War  has  a  tendency  to  crowd  children  out  of  the  picture. 
Educational  and  recreational  programs  are  curtailed,  home  life  is  disrupted, 
health  programs  are  jeopardized,  and  we  find  ourselves  living  in  a  danger- 
ously adult  world. 

I  say  dangerously  adult  because  when  we  fail  to  give  children  and  young 
people  their  rightful  share  in  our  thinking  and  planning  we  find  them  com- 
ing back  into  the  picture  in  ways  that  are  alarming,  as  is  proven  1)y  the 
following  statements  gleaned  from  current  newsprint:  I  quote,  "There  has 
been  an  alarming  increase  during  the  past  year  of  accidents  involving  chil- 
dren." Half  a  million  children  of  fourteen  and  fifteen  left  school  last  year 
to  go  to  work,  and  at  least  19  per  cent  of  these  have  not  gone  beyond  the 
sixth  grade  in  school."  "Alarming  increase  in  juvenile  delinquency."  "A 
30  per  cent  increase  this  year  in  the  arrest  of  boys  on  the  charge  of  drunk- 
enness." "106  per  cent  increase  in  the  arrest  of  girls  for  offenses  against 
common  decency.  Numbe.rless  facts  remind  us  that  we  cannot,  for  even  a 
short  period  of  time,  disregard  the  needs  of  children  without  disastrous 
results. 

If  twenty  years  from  now,  we  are  not  to  again  find  ourselves  fighting 
the  foes  of  freedom  and  democratic  living  we  must  do  a  job  of  education 
today  that  goes  deeper  than  anything  we  have  yet  undertaken.  The  kind 
of  a  world  order  we,  as  a  Christian  people  desire,  will  not  come  by  chance, 
it  must  be  planned  for.  It  will  not  come  in  a  day,  but  will  grow  through 
weary  years,  and  so  the  boys  and  girls  growing  up  in  our  homes  will  have 
more  to  do  with  this  building  than  we  will  have. 

To  prepare  them  to  meet  the  overwhelming  problems  which  we  have 
passed,  or  will  pass  on  to  them  is  one  of  our  most  important  tasks  today. 
The  Grange  cannot  disregard  it. 

We  should  know  more  about  our  rural  schools  and  their  wartime  prob- 
lems. We  should  be  giving  rural  churches  and  Sunday  Schools  more  loyal 
support  and  helping  them  to  build  more  vital  programs;  we  should  be  sup- 
porting all  organizations  that  have  to  do  with  the  education  of  boys  and 
girls. 
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Certainly  we  should  be  actively  supporting  Juvenile  Granges.  Their 
primary  object  is  to  train  for  rural  leadership.  If  American  agriculture  is 
not  going  to  need  virise  and  aggressive  leadership  in  the  years  ahead,  then 
your  State  Juvenile  Superintendent  is  no  prophet. 

The  Juvenile  Grange  does  move  forward  with  each  succeeding  year. 
Although  for  the  past  several  years  we  have  not  been  able  to  make  a  mem- 
bership gain,  we  have  added  several  counties  to  our  roster.  Crawford 
County  has  the  largest  number  of  Juveniles,  Beaver  has  the  largest  per- 
centage of  its  Granges  with  Juveniles  attached.  Our  Deputies  have  been 
busy  during  the  year  although  working  under  many  difficulties.  Six  of  them 
made  the  National  Honor  Deputy  list.  Mrs.  L.  E.  Biddle,  Mrs.  J.  Edwin 
Brown,  Mrs.  Glenn  Hill  and  Mrs.  Norman  R.  Rough  each  have  a  new  organ- 
ization to  their  credit.  Mrs.  Walter  Hoppe  and  W.  J.  King  each  have  a  re- 
organization. 

We  help  a  State  wide  conference  for  Juvenile  workers  in  connection 
with  the  Lecturer's  Conference  at  State  College.  Have  contacted  all  the 
Matrons  by  letter  and  through  the  bulletin  which  went  our  early  in  the  year. 
We  have  attempted  to  give  some  program  helps  through  the  Juvenile  page 
in  Grange  News.  Our  outstanding  project  for  the  year  was  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  moven»ent  known  as  the  JINS  (which  means  Juveniles  In 
National  Service)  through  which  we  attempted  to  increase  the  interest  of 
Juvenile  members  in  every  type  of  war  work  in  which  children  might  en- 
gage. Because  of  travel  difficulties  we  did  not  ask  the  Deputies  to  score 
Juvenile  Granges  this  year,  but  asked  the  Matrons  to  do  their  own  scoring. 
This  resulted  in  more  Granges  being  scored  than  ever  before. 

As  usual  the  real  work  of  the  year  has  been  carried  on  by  the  Juvenile 
Matrons  of  the  state.  These  faithful  women  give  generously  of  their  time 
and  strength.  One  Matron  has  been  walking  five  miles  to  attend  her  Juve- 
nile this  past  year.  She  said,  "Fve  been  glad  to  do  it  because  I  believe  in 
my  children.    They  are  worth  anything  that  I  can  do  for  them." 

At  cradles,  on  playgrounds,  around  school  work  tables,  in  little  Sunday 
School  classes,  in  Scout  troops  and  4-H  clubs,  in  Juvenile  Granges  we  are 
building  the  post-war  world. 

May  Christmas,  1943  bring  the  hope  of  peace  and  good  will  for  the 
nations  of  the  earth  nearer  fulfillment  and  may  it  bring  humanity  nearer 
to  Him  who  lay,  a  tiny  child,  in  the  manger  of  Bethlehem.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  ASSISTANT  STEWARD 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Another  Grange  year  has  passed  and  we  are  again  assembled  here  in 
attendance  at  the  Seventy-first  Annual  Session  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Grange.  We  have  just  completed  a  prosperous  Grange  year  and  it  is  rich 
in  promises  for  1944.  Our  county  has  made  a  substantial  gain  in  mem- 
bership. 

Our  activities  are  similar  from  year  to  year,  such  as  installing  officers, 
speaking  at  subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges  and  the  usual  Grange  work  in 
various  parts  of  Western  Pennsylvania.  I  attended  the  Lecturers'  Con- 
ference at  Pennsylvania  State  College,  which  I  believe  was  very  help- 
ful to  those  who  were  able  to  attend.

We  must  see  to  it  that 
the  peace  treaty  shall  eliminate  all  causes  of  war  rather  than  to  merely 
divide  the  spoils  of  war  among  the  victors  and  thus  sow  the  seed  of  hate 
which  will  later  develop  into  another  world  wide  CQjmict.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  SECRETARY 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

The  Honorable  Miles  Horst,  now  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  Pennsyl- 
vania, served  as  Secretary  of  the  State  Grange  from  October  1,  1942  to 
June  30  1943.  On  July  1  1943,  I  assumed  the  duties  of  the  Secretary's 
office.  Therefore,  the  receipts  and  the  expenditures  of  this  office  are  divided 
into  two  parts  in  the  financial  accounting  of  this  report. 

On  October  1,  1942,  there  were  in  Pennsylvania  729  Subordinate 
Granges  with  a  total  membership  of  59,323.  No  new  Granges  were  organ- 
ized during  the  year  and  none  were  re-organized.  The  seven  following 
Granges  were  charged  off  as  dormant:  No.  1122,  Cambria  County;  No.  1290, 
Jefferson;  No.  1945,  Xebanon;  No.  1256,  Schuylkill;  No.  1165,  Cambria; 
No.  1992,  Jefferson;  and  No.  862,  Westmoreland.  No.  1310,  Potter,  was  con- 
solidated. This  leaves,  as  of  September  30,  1943,  721  Subordinate  Granges, 
having  a  total  membership  of  59,732.  We  are  very  happy  to  report  a  net 
gain  of  409  members  for  the  year. 

Four  new  Juvenile  Granges  were  organized  during  the  year  and  two 
were  re-organized:  No.  284,  Centre  County,  organized  by  Mrs.  L.  E. 
Biddle  with  17  charter  members;  No.  285,  Chester,  organized  by  Mrs.  J. 
Edwin  Brown,  with  25  charter  members;  No.  286,  Armstrong,  organized  by 
Mrs.  Glenn  Hill,  with  13  charter  members;  No.  287,  Venango,  organized  by 
Mrs.  Norman  R.  Rough,  with  26  charter  members;  No.  221,  Susquehanna, 
reorganized  by  Mrs.  Walter  Hoppe,  with  15  members;  and  No.  59,  Allegheny, 
re-organized  by  Mr.  W.  J.  King,  with  22  members.    The  Secretary's  report 
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to  the  National  Grange  indicated  that  there  were  123  Juvenile  Granges  with 
a  total  membership  of  3,013  on  June  30,  1943. 

Mindful  of  the  many  difficulties  which  lay  in  the  way  of  organization 
work  this  past  year,  we  would  pause  to  express  our  great  appreciation  of 
the  loyal  Patrons  back  home  who  made  possible  this  gain  in  membershin 
and  these  new  Juvenile  Granges.

36  SEVENTY  FIRST  ANNUAL  SESSION 

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  TREASURER 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

As  we  assemble  for  this  seventy-first  session  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Grange  in  the  City  of  Williamsport,  there  is  much  to  claim  our  attention  in 
the  field  of  Agriculture. 

Food  has  claimed  the  attention  of  the  people  of  the  world  during  the 
past  year  in  a  more  serious  way  than  perhaps  ever  in  the  past  and  the 
American  farmer  has  been  looked  upon  as  the  chief  source  of  supply  by 
some  of  the  most  needy. 

In  meeting  this  situation,  our  obligation  is  a  great  one  and  some 
obstacles  to  overcome  are  serious  ones,  the  main  ones  being  labor  shortage, 
lack  of  new  farm  equipment  and  unfair  prices  and  regulations. 

One  way  to  keep  enough  labor  on  the  farms  during  a  period  like  the 
present  one  is  to  give  it  a  bonus  to  stay  there.  This  does  not  seem  like  a 
wise  plan  but  much  money  has  been  spent  by  the  Government  in  unwiser 
ways. 

Moreover  actual  working  hours  lost  by  strikers  during  the  time  we 
have  been  at  war,  could  have  produced  much  of  the  defense  material  that 
labor  off  the  farms  produced,  if  not  more. 

Kid  gloves  should  be  cast  aside  and  a  policy  of  the  mailed  fist  should 
be  applied  to  unpatriotic  strikers  and  their  Union  leaders. 

Despite  the  fact  that  our  Ambassador  to  Japan  repeatedly  warned  our 
Government  that  for  several  years  before  we  were  attaclced  at  Pearl  Har- 
bor, the  Japanese  Government  was  preparing  for  a  major  war  that  would 
likely  involve  our  own  country,  large  shipments  of  scrap  iron  continued  to 
be  sent  to  Japan  to  help  them  produce  war  material. 

Had  this  material  been  kept  in  the  United  States,  some  of  it  might 
have  been  used  to  make  farm  equipment. 

There  are  many  instances  where  price  regulations  have  interfered  with 
the  normal  flow  of  farm  products  from  the  producers  to  the  consumer. 

As  a  result  of  the  general  farm  situation  many  dairy  herds  have  been 
disposed  of  and  many  branches  of  Agriculture  have  been  curtailed  at  a  time 
that  they  should  have  been  going  full  blast  ahead.  I  hereby  submit  the 
following  financial  statement.

We  in 
Grange,  representing  as  we  do,  a  great  basic  industry  are  playing  full  share 
in  this  struggle.  We  have  devoted  our  talents,  energies  and  physical  capaci- 
ties to  the  greatest  extent  to  make  sure  that  no  one  need  go  hungry,  due  to 
the  lack  of  effort  on  our  part.  This  has  been  done  in  spite  of  many  obstacles 
placed  in  our  way.  There  has  been  no  threat  of  strike  from  the  farm  peo- 
ple. There  has  been  no  insistence  from  farmers  for  overtime  pay  or  any  of 
the  other  many  concessions  which  have  been  made  to  other  segments  of  our 
population.  We  claim  no  especial  credit  for  this.  It  is,  to  us,  just  doing 
our  part  the  way  we  feel  all  who  love  this  country  of  ours  should  do. 

The  very  special  part  we  are  playing  in  the  war  effort  has  had  a  pro- 
found effect  on  Grange  Programs.  We  have  found  it  necessary  to  alter  our 
approach  to  program  building.    Less  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  the  social 
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side  of  Grange  work  and  more  on  the  educational.  Much  time  has  also  been 
devoted  to  projects  having  as  their  objectives  the  promotion  of  the  war 
effort.  These  projects  include  such  things  as  Red  Cross  work,  U.  S.  0.,  Bond 
Drives,  Scrap  Drives,  Air  Raid  Wardens,  Plane  Spotters,  Victory  Gardens 
and  other  worthwhile  activities.  The  work  of  the  Grange  Lecturer  has 
increased  in  scope  during  the  past  year.  There  has  never  been  a  time  when 
agriculture  has  more  needed  to  have  information  vital  to  its  own  welfare. 
The  whole  future  of  agriculture  rests  today  upon  its  ability  to  solve  its  own 
problems.  This  can  be  done  only  if  the  people  are  provided  with  the  in- 
formation that  will  enable  them  to  accurately  plan  and  carry  out  a  definite 
program.  That  Lecturers  are  cognizant  of  this  fact  is  reflected  in  the 
programs  they  are  presenting.  The  subject  of  Subsidies  for  example  has 
been  discussed  in  nearly  every  county  in  Pennsylvania  where  the  Grange  is 
organized. 

Grange  members  are  daily  becoming  more  insistent  that  programs  in 
the  Lecturer  Hour  be  informational  and  worthwhile.  Lecturers  are  respond- 
ing well  by  presenting  programs  that  are  actually  meeting  the  educational, 
economic  and  social  needs  of  their  people.  That  Grange  members  are  talk- 
ing over  their  problems  to  a  greater  extent  than  ever  before  is  evidenced  by 
the  fact  that  according  to  a  recent  survey,  73%  of  the  Granges  are  using 
group  discussions  as  a  means  of  disseminating  vital  information. 

That  Grange  members  feel  a  greater  need  for  a  Grange  organization  is 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  53%  report  an  increased  attendance  over  last 
year.  This  of  course  proves  that  the  Grange  is  a  necessary  part  of  rural 
society.  Further  proof  of  the  necessity  of  the  Grange  is  indicated  by  the 
number  of  Granges  which  have  war  time  projects.  More  than  70%  have 
taken  part  in  such  necessary  activities.  Grange  Lecturers  have  also  con- 
tributed towards  the  rebuilding  of  membership.  54%  of  the  Lecturers  have 
reported  that  they  secured  their  member  in  the  every  officer  get  a  member 
campaign. 

One  result  of  the  survey  was  somewhat  discouraging.  It  is  the  fact 
that  63%  reported  that  their  Grange  had  no  Legislative  committee  or  that 
it  never  functioned.  This  condition  is  one  that  must  be  remedied.  Every 
Grange  member  should  be  kept  informed  as  to  what  happens  in  the  Legis- 
lative field  for  only  through  legislation  can  many  needed  reforms  be  brought 
about.  This  is  a  problem  that  needs  the  joint  consideration  of  both  the 
Master  and  the  Lecturer  as  well  as  the  State  Deputies. 

In  the  field  of  special  projects  for  Lecturers  the  following  have  been 
carried  out  in  the  past  year: 

1.  Grange  Leadership  School. 

This  was  held  at  State  College,  June  16,  17,  18th.  The  Master,  Deputies 
and  Juvenile  Matrons  were  also  invited  to  attend  although  no  special  effort 
was  made  to  secure  the  attendance  of  other  than  the  Lecturers  and  Matrons. 
This  conference  was  a  success  from  almost  every  standpoint.  We  had  the 
largest  number  of  registered  delegates  that  we  have  had  during  my  time  as 
State  Lecturer.  Those  in  attendance  reported  that  they  found  the  meeting 
most  helpful.  We  were  also  able  to  show  a  net  profit  for  State  Grange  for 
the  second  successive  year. 

2.  Grange  Loan  Library. 

This  was  started  this  year  on  a  rather  limited  scale,  $20.00  being  appro- 
priated for  its  establishment  by  action  of  the  Executive  Committee.  With 
this  small  amount  of  material  along  with   that  donated  by  some  of  the 
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publishing  houses  and  other  material  owned  by  the  State  Lecturer  and 
other  Lecturers  made  this  small  library  available  to  the  Lecturers  on  a 
loan  basis.  A  great  deal  more  material  will  be  needed  if  the  library  is  to 
function  at  top  efficiency.  We  have  only  one  copy  of  most  materials  which 
means  that  many  times  we  are  not  able  to  supply  all  Lecturers'  needs  at  the 
necessary  time.  This  is  especially  true  of  material  for  special  day  pro- 
grams. 

3.  Program  Planning  Contest  and  Chorus  Festival. 

These  projects  were  carried  out  as  in  1942  with  the  exceptions  thet 
the  program  planning  contest  was  for  periods  of  two  months  rather  than 
each  six  months. 


4.  Spelling  Bee. 

This  is  probably  the  most  popular  of  all  the  contests. 
this  you  will  witness  here  tonight. 

5.  Group  Discussion. 


The  finals  of 


This  is  a  project  whereby  Granges  who  have  completed  eight  group 
discussions  during  the  year  are  eligible  to  receive  an  award.  This  is  car- 
ried on  to  increase  interest  in  group  discussions  in  the  Grange. 

6.  Pomona  Lecturers  Program  Exchange. 

We  have  carried  as  a  service  to  the  Pomona  Lecturers  a  program 
exchange.  Each  Pomona  Lecturer  sends  copies  of  his  or  her  Pomona  pro- 
gram to  our  office.  They  are  in  turn  sent  to  all  Pomona  Lecturers  along 
with  any  other  suggestions  we  have  available. 

The  other  special  activity  of  the  year  was  the  publishing  of  a  Grange 
Lecturers  Handbook.  This  book  was  intended  to  cover  a  two-year  period 
so  there  will  be  no  new  book  this  year.  One  of  the  important  features  of 
this  book  is  the  fact  that  it  contains  a  History  of  the  Grange  Movement 
as  compiled  by  Brother  M.  C.  Stewart,  Indiana  County.  This  History,  we 
feel,  is  worthwhile  and  we  wish  at  this  time  to  publicly  express  the  appreci- 
ation of  all  Lecturers  of  Pennsylvania  as  well  as  our  own  personal  gratitude 
for  this  contribution. 

We  come*  to  the  end  of  another  year  of  service  to  the  Grange.  The 
year  just  gone  has  served  to  deepen  our  conviction  that  the  future  of  Amer- 
ica lies  out  on  its  busy  farms.  It  has  likewise  deepened  our  conviction 
that  the  Grange  is  the  one  organization  that  truly  and  completely  repre- 
sents the  sentiments  of  American  Agriculture.  With  faith  in  ourselves 
and  our  own  ability  to  solve  our  own  problems,  let  us  strive  to  be  worthy 
of  the  heritage  that  is  ours  when  we  proudly  lay  claim  to  the  title  of 
"American  Farmer."

TUESDAY  EVENING 

The  Tuesday  evening  meeting  was  an  open  session. 

Lieutenant  Good  of  the  War  Department  appeared  before  the  Conven- 
tion and  appealed  for  volunteers  for  war  defense  work. 
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Because  of  illness,  the  Mayor  of  Williamsport  was  unable  to  be  present. 

Mr.  Edward  J.  Flynn,  President  of  the  Williamsport  Community  Trade 
Association,  welcomed  the  Grange  delegates  to  Williamsport. 

Mr.  P.  M.  Paulhamus,  Master  of  the  Lycoming  County  Pomona  Grange 
spoke  for  the  Grange  members  of  the  county.  ' 

Hon.  John  A.  McSparran,  Past  Master  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Grange,  responded  to  the  addresses  of  welcome.  Brother  McSparran  pleaded 
for  a  better  understanding  between  city  and  farm  people  and  for  a  better 
preparation  for  living  for  the  young  men  and  women  of  our  day.  He  spoke 
of  our  absurd  and  dangerous  Federal  program  of  subsidies,  intemperance 
and  inflation  and  assured  his  audience  that  prosperity  can  come  only  to  a 
nation  which  adheres  to  sound  fundamentals  and  which  follows  a  Christian 
course. 

Hon.  Miles  Horst  addressed  the  meeting.  Brother  Horst  cited  problems 
of  food  production  under  the  stress  of  wartime  conditions.  He  emphasized 
the  need  of  still  more  food  in  1944  and  asserted  that  only  the  labor  and 
ingenuity  of  the  farmers  themselves  could  produce  it.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

As  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  serving  my  last  year,  I 
bring  you  the  report  of  this  committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  at  Grange  Headquarters  January  21, 
1943,  and  authorized  the  holding  of  an  officer's  conference  at  State  College, 
June  16,  17,  and  18. 

At  State  College  on  June  16,  the  committee  met  and  discussed  the 
matter  of  a  Secretary  to  take  the  place  of  Miles  Horst,  who  resigned,  and 
also  discussed  the  matter  of  a  meeting  place  for  State  Grange  in  December. 
This  meeting  adjourned  and  we  met  in  Williamsport  on  June  19,  1943. 
There,  Joab  K.  Mahood  was  appointed  Secretary  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Grange,  until  the  next  regular  session,  also  Legislative  Representative  and 
Managing  Editor  of  the  Pennsylvania  Grange  News.  It  was  voted  to  hold 
State  Grange  in  Williamsport  December  14,  15  and  16. 

We  have  added  a  substantial  sum  to  our  finances  and  had 
membership.

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  on  the  following  suggestions  pro- 
posed by  Brother  E.  W.  Van  Horn  at  the  Harrisburg  meeting  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Grange. 
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1.  A  Grange  Home  or  Office  Building  at  Harrisburg. 

2.  A  Grange  Printing  Plant. 

3.  A  Grange  Underwriters  Fire  Insurance  Company. 

4.  A  Full  Time  State  Grange  Deputy. 

5.  A  Subordinate  Grange  for  Harrisburg. 

We  believe  it  is  a  laudable  ambition  for  any  individual  or  any  organiza, 
tion  to  desire  to  own  his  own  home.  If  a  suitable  plan  of  financing  can  be 
worked  out,  the  idea  would  seem  to  be  an  admirable  project  towani  which 
^  ^f^L.  However  we  are  reminded  that  the  National  Grange  has  just 
completed  the  purchase  of  a  similar  home  after  approximately  70  yearroi 
planning  and  collectmg  of  funds.  It  is,  of  course,  impossible  and  unethical 
to  assess  our  membership  for  such  a  project.  The  money  would  have  to  be 
raised  by  voluntary  contribution  and  would  entail  a  tremendous  amount  of 
work  on  the  part  of  Grange  leaders  in  every  community  of  the  State  We 
have  a  viyid  memory  of  a  similar  undertaking  on  behalf  of  the  Girls  Dormi- 
tory  Fund  a  few  years  ago. 

From  the  limited  knowledge  of  the  printing  business  which  Ve  possess, 
we  feel  that  it  would  not  be  feasible  for  the  State  Grange  to  own  a  printing 
plant.  Printing  is  a  very  specialized  business  and  a  very  competitive  one 
A  plant  capable  of  printing  Grange  News  would  probably  cost  in  the  nei«ih- 
borhood  of  40  to  50  thousand  dollars  and  to  make  an  investment  of  that 
size  pay  out,  the  plant  would  have  to  be  in  operation  on  a  full  time  basis 
It  takes  approximately  40  hours  a  month  to  print  34,000  copies  of  Grange 
News.  Purchasing  paper  in  relatively  small  quantities  would  materially 
increase  its  cost  or  necessitate  a  reduction  in  the  quality  of  the  paper  used. 

We  have,  also,  a  limited  knowledge  of  the  need  for  a  Grange  Fire  In- 
surance Underwriting  Company.  We  note,  however,  that  the  National  Grange 
Fire  Insurance  Company  of  Keene,  New  Hampshire,  has  such  a  service 
which  has  been  offered  to  all  Grange  Fire  Insurance  Companies  of  Pennsyl- 
vania.    Few,  if  any,  of  our  companies  have  used  the  service. 

A  Full  Time  State  Grange  Deputy  would  be  a  paying  proposition  if  the 
right  man  could  be  found  who  would  build  up  our  membership  in  sufficient 
volume  to  pay  his  salary  and  expenses.  At  the  present  time  it  would  be 
impractical  to  put  a  man  in  the  field  because  of  travel  restrictions.  It  is 
hard  to  say  whether  we  would  get  better  results  with  a  full  time  Deputy  or 
by  a  more  intensive  working  of  the  field  by  the  State  Grange  Officers. 

We  favor  a  Subordinate  Grange  wherever  there  is  a  need  for  one.  It 
would  seem  to  be  a  logical  place  for  a  good  Grange  in  Harrisburg.  Many 
people  "interested  in  agriculture"  live  in  and  around  the  City  and  could, 
no  doubt,  be  induced  to  join  our  Order.  We  would  not  like,  however,  to 
create  a  precedent  of  a  grange  having  two  classes  of  members.  Members 
of  other  Granges  should  attend  as  visitors  rather  than  associate  members. 
We  authorize  the  Secretary  to  try  to  organize  a  Subordinate  Grange  at 
Harrisburg.

REPORT  OF  THE  HOME  ECONOMICS  COMMITTEE 
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Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Your  Stete  Grange  Home  Economics  Committee,  believing  that  Home 
Economics  Committees  should  be  to  the  Grange  what  woman  is  to  the 
home  and  should  interest  themselves  in  activities  particularly  suited  to 
woman  s  abilitie-s  and  to  woman's  interests.  Consequently  a  program  of 
activity  was  outlined  that  included  responsibility  for  the  comfort  of  the 
Grange  Home;  of  kindly  hospitality  to  new  or  reticent  members  and 
guests;  contact  with  absentee  members;  active  interest  in  recreation;  ef- 
fort to  increase  knowledge  in  home  arts;  participation  in  the  war  effort; 
and  promotion  of  the  Grange  as  a  constructive  factor  in  the  community 
through  cooperation  with  welfare  agencies  and  through  independent  Grange 
projects.  • 

The  Home  Economics  Committees  were  not  expected  to  accomplish 
all  this  alone  nor  yet  to  take  the  credit  for  all  work  in  these  fields  but  only 
to  see  that  the  Grange,  whether  through  the  efforts  of  their  committees  or 
other  departments  was  administering  these  essential  services. 

The  year's  reports  show  that  Granges  are  appreciating  warmth  and 
cheer  as  a  factor  in  maintaining  attendance;  also  that  Home  Economic 
Committees  are  increasingly  assuming  responsibility  for  greeting  members 
and  guests,  keeping  in  touch  with  those  who  have  been  absent  from  meet- 
ings and  otherwise  promoting  friendliness  within  the  organization. 

As  for  recreation  we  commend  those  Granges  that  appreciate  the  value 
of  recreation  to  youth  and  adult  alike  and  the  power  of  play  to  unite  groups 
as  well  as  to  provide  needed  outlet  for  physical  and  mental  energies.  We 
especially  commend  those  Granges  that  had  nights  regularly  scheduled  for 
games  and  music.  We  suggest  that  many  fields  of  recreation  such  as 
dramatics,  outdoor  sports  and  nature  study  might  be  further  developed. 

We  found  the  Grange  ready  to  cooperate  with  church,  school,  agricul- 
tural agencies,  and  other  welfare  groups,  but  taking  less  initiative  in  com- 
munity welfare  work  than  would  seem  good  for  both  Grange  and  com- 
munity. 

We  were  happy  to  find  a  real  interest  in  home  activities  as  indicated 
by  programs,  group  study,  literature  distributed,  and  exhibits  in  various 
home  making  fields. 

We  were  likewise  gratified  to  find  that  the  Granges  measured  up  to 
our  expectations  in  war  work  aiding  as  it  did  in  Civilian  Defense  projects. 
Red  Cross  activities,  collection  campaigns,  etc. 

We  appreciate  the  real  interest  shown  in  the  Home  Economics  Page 
which  we  have  sponsored  in  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  News.  We  welcome 
suggestions  and  more  particularly  contributions.  We  should  like  to  publish 
accomplishments  in  the  fields  mentioned  above  as  a  possible  help  to  other 
Granges.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

The  second  anniversary  after  Pearl  Harbor  finds  our  country  and  its 
allies  definitely  off  the  defensive  and  actively  taking  the  offensive  in  this 
global  struggle.  This  reversal  of  tactics  has  been  possible  because  of  the 
combined  efforts  of  all  groups.  Not  least  among  these  groups  who  have 
achieved  supreme  results  under  unprecedented  difficulties,  has  been  the 
American  farmer.  While  engaged  in  producing  food  and  other  vital  raw 
materials  for  the  millions  in  our  armed  forces,  the  workers  at  home,  and 
the  peoples  of  our  allies,  the  farmer  through  his  organizations  has  been 
active  in  not  only  defending  but  in  strengthening  the  home  front. 

In  all  these  efforts  the  Grange  has  played  a  leading  role.  Our  leader- 
ship in  national  affairs  and  in  the  councils  of  agriculture  has  been  of  the 
caliber  of  real  statesmanship.  This  struggle  thus  far  so  nobly  and  unselfish- 
ly carried  forward  must  be  continued  if  the  proper  balance  in  government, 
economics,  and  social  well  being  is  to  be  preserved  and  advanced. 

Balance  in  Government 

Throughout  all  nature  there  is  maintained  a  delicate  balance  yet  withal 
a  mutual  dependence.  Thus  rainfall  and  sunshine,  heat  and  cold,  birth  and 
death,  plant  and  animal  life,  insect  and  bird  population,  all  are  interdepend- 
ent yet  a  balance  must  be  maintained.  Man  in  all  his  relationships  is  sub- 
ject to  the  above  principles  but  due  to  his  being  a  rational  spiritual 
creature  is  also  subject  to  the  higher  moral  law  of  love  with  his  respect  for 
human  personality. 

Because  of  belief  in  these  fundamental  principles  our  nation  places  a 
higher  value  on  human  life  than  any  other  nation.  To  safeguard  the  sacred- 
ness  of  human  personality,  a  form  of  government  was  developed  with  numer- 
ous checks  and  balances  yet  definitely  interdependent.  Complementing  nation- 
al and  state  governments  were  established.  Legislative,  executive  and  judicial 
divisions  within  each  form  were  instituted.  The  legislative  assembly  even 
though  elected  by  the  people  was  divided  into  a  senate  and  a  house  of  repre- 
sentatives for  purposes  of  mutual  checking.  Church  and  state  were  sepa- 
rated. All  powers  not  expressly  given  to  the  Federal  Government  were  re- 
served to  the  states  or  to  the  people.  All  government  was  of  the  people, 
by  the  people,  and  in  the  interests  of  the  people.  Under  this  unique  con- 
ception of  balance  and  function,  we  have  prospered,  we  have  grown  great. 

Today  we  fight  a  war  to  check  power  gone  mad.  We  fight  to  establish 
some  form  of  International  Constitutional  Cooperation  under  which  checks

may  be  provided  assuring  the  rights  of  all  men  to  live,  produce,  and  govern 
themselves  as  they  see  fit  so  long  as  they  do  not  interfere  with  similar 
privileges  of  their  fellowmen. 

But  under  the  exigencies  of  war,  economic  pressures,  or  selfish  group 
manipulation  we  needs  must  watch  that  we  do  not  adopt  the  methods  and 
become  like  the  very  systems  we  sacrifice  our  boys'  lives  to  uproot  and 
destroy.  More  people  in  the  world  today  have  been  raised  and  educated 
under  dictators  and  imperialism  than  under  the  banner  of  democracy.  We 
must  safeguard  our  checks  and  balances.  If  the  executive  bureaus  have 
usurped  the  functions  of  our  elected  representatives  in  Congress,  let  us 
demand  that  Congress  exercise  the  powers  delegated  to  it  by  the  constitu- 
tion. Law  by  edicts  issued  by  bureaus  of  the  Executive  Department  is  an 
encroachment  upon  the  rights  of  citizens  and  the  newer  of  Congress  and  is 
one  step  away  from  representative  government  on  the  path  to  dictatorship. 

Federal  Subsidies 

Certain  economic  policies,  such  as  the  proposed  Federal  subsidies,  are 
further  steps  toward  centralization  of  power  and  are  basically  inflationary. 
The  proposed  subsidies  play  to  the  inherent  tendency  of  humans  to  put  off 
doing  a  hard,  disagreeable  task.  Under  the  guise  of  doing  good  they  create 
evils  worse  than  the  ills  they  profess  to  be  alleviating.  While  in  the  public 
mind  the  subsidy  controversy  largely  centers  in  the  question  of  food  subsi- 
dies, it  is  really  but  one  instance  of  a  more  embracing  plan  of  Federal  subsi- 
dization touching  many  areas  of  life.  Four  fields  in  which  such  Federal 
subsidies  have  been  proposed  will  be  cited  for  purposes  of  illustration. 

Federal  Subsidies  in  Education 

For  years  this  State  Grange  has  opposed  the  move  to  establish  a  strong 
Federal,  Department  of  Education,  with  a  member  in  the  president's  cab- 
inet. The  opposition  was  based  on  the  danger  of  centralized  control  of 
democratic  education  and  the  ease  with  which  this  centralized  system  of 
education  would  lend  itself  to  instilling  the  unified  propaganda  of  the  party 
then  in  power.  The  prompt  seizure  of  the  educational  systems  by  every 
dictator  and  the  almost  fanatical  devotion  of  the  youth  trained  and  incul- 
cated with  narrow  nationalistic  propaganda  in  Germany,  Italy,  and  Japan, 
proved  our  fears  were  well  grounded  and  our  opposition  justified. 

Now,  however,  during  the  stress  of  war,  with  an  unparalleled  shortage 
of  teachers,  this  tentacle  of  the  octopus  of  centralized  power  reaches  for 
the  minds  of  our  youth.  A  bill  of  $300,000,000  was  proposed,  $200,000,000 
to  increase  teachers  salaries  and  $100,000,000  to  help  needy  school  dis- 
tricts. Laudable  motives  on  the  surface  but  nothing  is  said  of  the  new 
bureau  and  the  increase  of  personnel  necessary  to  administer  these  subsidies. 

Unnoted  or  soft  pedalled  is  the  fact  that  vocational  agriculture  and 
home  economics  curricula  are  now  largely  Federal  dominated  due  to  partial 
federal  support,  and  every  Grange  leader  well  knows  the  fight  put  up  by  our 
Pennsylvania  farm  organizations  to  save  our  Extension  Service  from  this 
same  paralyzing  domination. 

The  proposed  bill  mentioned  above  recently  failed  of  passage  only  be- 
cause of  an  amendment  providing  that  the  benefits  should  be  distributed 
regardless  of  creed  or  color.  On  the  basis  of  color,  the  southern  vote  was 
cast  in  opposition,  thus  defeating  it  for  the  time.  It  will  be  resurrected.  We  ' 
are  sorry  to  report  that  many  of  our  harrassed  administrators  and  leaders 
in  education,  including  the  Pennsylvania  Educational  Association,  have 
advocated  passage  of  such  Federal  subsidy.     The  chief  argument  so  well 
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known  to  our  farm  people  being,  "Pennsylvania  pays  one-tenth  of  all  federal 
taxes,  therefor  we  might  as  well  get  as  much  help  as  possible.  The  money 
is  going  to  be  spent  and  if  we  do  not  get  it,  some  other  state  will."  For- 
gotten or  overlooked  is  the  fact  so  clearly  sensed  and  feared  by  the  founders 
of  our  democratic  government  that  with  federal  subsidy  comes  federal  con- 
trol. To  guard  against  this,  control  of  education  was  kept  close  to  the 
people  by  being  vested  in  the  states  and  local  communities. 

That  our  forefathers  insight  and  fears  were  well  grounded  and  that  the 
stand  of  this  State  Grange  for  local  control  and  adequate  state  support  of 
education  was  correct  is  given  confirmation  by  the  decision  of  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court  when  in  an  official  decision  rendered  this  past  summer, 
they  ruled  "the  government  has  the  right  to  regulate  that  which  it  subsi- 
dizes." 

Food  Subsidies 

This  Grange  commends  and  upholds  the  hands  of  the  National  Grange 
and  other  farm  organizations  opposing  the  proposed  food  subsidies  and  price 
roll  back.  With  the  national  income  at  peak  and  only  21%  of  the  family 
income  being  spent  for  food  as  against  38 7r  in  World  War  I,  why  should  the 
entire  general  public  be  given  a  subsidy  on  food  ?  When  not  spent  for  food, 
the  excess  income  is  not  saved  but  squandered  for  non  essentials  which  due 
to  scarcity  and  increased  buying  power  sky  rocket  in  price  and  produce  the 
very  inflation  the  food  subsidies  are  supposed  to  prevent.  If  food  is  a  vital 
weapon  for  winning  the  war  and  the  peace  to  follow,  then  why  should  not 
the  public  be  educated  to  pay  its  cost  of  production  ?  Instead  they  are  being 
taught  to  regard  our  farmers  as  selfish  grasping  profiteers  too  busy  or  care- 
less to  take  a  weekly  bath  and  needing  the  Japanese  to  teach  us  how  to  be 
careful,  at  least  such  is  the  claim  of  one  of  the  Federal  Bureaus  wiiile  at 
the  same  time  other  divisions  advocate  a  dole  to  the  consuming  public  in 
the  name  of  and  under  the  guise  of  a  subsidy  to  agriculture. 

Ministerial  Subsidies 

A  subtle  but  insidious  subsidy  which  would  eventually  lead  to  the 
undermining  and  control  of  our  theological  seminaries  is  inherent  in  the 
plan  of  the  navy  whereby  in  order  to  secure  needed  chaplains,  they  would 
select  young  draftees,  give  them  a  monthly  stipend  and  pay  their  tuition  in 
college  and  seminary.  Of  course  our  boys  in  the  service  need  chaplains  but 
altogether  overlooked  are  certain  facts :  First,  unless  the  war  lasts  for  years 
these  boys  even  with  an  accelerated  program  could  not  complete  college  and 
seminary  in  time  to  relieve  the  present  shortage.  Second,  with  colleges  and 
seminaries  in  dire  need  of  both  students  and  financial  income,  it  would  re- 
quire almost  a  superman  as  administrator  to  turn  down  this  tantalizing  bait 
dangled  before  his  eyes.  Third,  subsidized  ministerial  students  receiving  a 
stated  income  each  month  would  represent  a  privileged  class  among  stu- 
dents preparing  for  the  ministry.  Instead  of  being  called  of  God  to  serve 
His  kingdom,  many  would  be  called  of  the  navy.  Can  a  minister  serve  the 
Prince  of  Peace  while  being  financed  and  trained  by  Mars  ?  Fourth,  such  a 
move  violates  the  separation  of  church  and  state,  a  fundamental  precept 
of  our  republic.  Let  but  the  camel  of  secular  government  get  its  head 
within  the  tent  of  the  church  and  soon  the  whole  camel  will  not  only  be  in 
the  tent,  but  walk  away  with  it. 

Subsidization  of  the  Press 

Freedom  of  speech  and  the  press  are  cherished  safeguards  of  democracy. 
But  even  in  this  latter  field  the  deadening  hand  of  dictatorial  control  is 
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fJpP*"^-.„?y  the  Bankhead  Bill  it  is  proposed  to  appropriate  twenty-five  to 
thirty  millions  of  dollars  for  advertising  the  sale  of  victory  bonds  One- 
half  of  this  money  it  is  proposed  shall  be  spent  in  the  rural  and  small  town 
newspapers.  Plausibly  it  is  suggested  that  this  advertising  of  bonds  will 
replace  the  loss  of  advertising  space  suffered  by  these  papers  when  ration- 
mg  and  ceiling  prices  did  away  with  the  necessity  of  merchants  advertising 
their  food  products  and  other  wares.  The  subsidizing  of  these  papers  to 
advocate  the  sale  of  war  bonds,  space  for  which  they  and  local  organizations 
have  paid  and  donated  as  a  patriotic  duty,  is  placing  patriotism  on  a  low 
commercial  basis.  It  is  an  insult  to  the  thousands  of  patriotic  citizens  who 
have  been  devoting  time,  money,  and  effort  to  advancing  the  war  effort  both 
abr^d  and  at  home.  Once  having  accepted  this  federal  sop  so  cleveriy 
proffered,  it  would  be  but  natural  that  the  owners  watch  both  the  editorial 
and  news  columns  that  nothing  too  critical  or  offensive  to  the  plans  of  the 
bureaus  in  power  appear  lest  the  subsidy  be  withdrawn.  A  subsidized  nress 
is  a  controlled  press. 

Subsidies  Not  the  Remedy 

Subsidies  do  not  pervent  or  cure  inflation,  they  produce  it  There  is 
only  one  cure  for  inflation— bring  the  supply  and  demand  into  balance. 
If  irst,  everything  possible  should  be  done  to  increase  the  supply  whether  it 
be  food,  teachers,  or  preachers.  In  the  case  of  food,  some  improvement  has 
been  achieved  due  to  the  easing  of  labor,  machinery,  and  other  supplies 
A  compensatory  price  will  produce  an  ample  supply  whether  of  food  pro- 
ducts, educational  or  religious  leaders.  This  ex^tra  compensation  should  be 
secured  by  adjusted  prices,  by  taxes,  or  by  benevolent  contributions  now 
wherr  income  is  high  rather  than  from  subsidies  of  borrowed  money,  which 
will  eventually  have  to  be  paid  by  the  boys  now  at  the  front  or  by  their 
children. 

In  some  instances  the  supply  can  not  be  increased  to  meet  the  demand 
immediately.  In  this  case  by  reorganization  or  curtailing  some  of  the  less 
essential  subjects  temporarily,  or  by  rationing  commodities,  the  balance  may 
be  achieved.  Increased  taxation  by  the  local  government  units  which  are 
more  responsive  to  public  sentiment  will  be  more  effective  and  more  eco- 
nomical in  administration  than  federally  collected  and  administered  funds. 

Finally  it  is  inescapable  that  as  President  Roosevelt  himself  stated, 
'*W€  must  all  be  prepared  in  total  war  to  accept  a  substantial  cut  in  our 
accustomed  standards  of  living."  The  doctrine  that  our  incomes  must  keep 
pace  with  rising  living  costs  can  not  but  lead  to  inflation.  In  the  cases  where 
limited  fixed  incomes  bring  real  distress,  some  locally  administered  plan  of 
relief  is  to  be  preferred  to  subsidizing  the  general  public  the  vast  majority 
of  whom  can  and  will  get  along  without  government  aid. 

Public  Schools 

The  foundation  of  any  enduring  republic  is  an  enlightened,  intelligent 
citizenry.  The  school  teacher  is  the  keystone  of  our  educational  system. 
The  character,  ability,  and  training  of  these  leaders  will  determine  the 
ideals  and  attitudes  of  the  ruling  generation  tomorrow.  The  service  ren- 
dered by  the  faithful  teacher  is  not  even  second  to  that  of  the  soldier  in  the 
front  line.  In  the  long  view  of  history  and  in  the  eye  of  God  it  may  be 
infinitely  more  important.  Because  of  the  undue  emphasis  upon  the  glamour 
of  the  WAVES,  WAACS,  SPARS,  etc.,  or  the  patriotism  of  working  in  a 
defense  industry,  many  teachers  have  left  the  schoolroom.  Stuart  Chase  in 
an  article  in  Harpers  Magazine  says  that  we  will  need  400,000  more  teachers 
if  the  schools  are  to  play  their  proper  part  in  the  life  of  the  nations.  Super- 
intendent Francis  B.  Haas  estimated  this  fall  that  in  Pennsylvania  alone 
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there  are  not  less  than  4,000  too  few  teachers  for  both  the  elementary  and 
high  schools.  As  a  result  of  this  serious  shortage  of  qualified  teachers 
Willard  Waller  stated,  "A  wliole  generation  of  children  will  receive  sub- 
standard education.  Some  millions  of  children  will  be  short  changed,  and 
they  will  present  their  bill  for  damages  in  the  years  to  come.  The  fact  that 
enrollments  of  teacher  training  institutions  are  down  as  much  as  one  third 
makes  certain  that  the  problem  will  be  with  us  in  the  post  war  years."  Quiet- 
ly but  firmly  our  Grange  and  far  sighted  public  leaders  should  challenge  our 
youth  to  the  opportunity  for  real  patriotic  service  in  the  teaching  profes- 
sion. In  England  the  teacher  is  rated  with  the  Red  Cross  nurse  ahead  of 
women  in  the  actual  armed  services.  Vital  as  is  the  patriotic  service  of  the 
teacher  now,  in  the  post  war  reconstruction  the  trained  teacher  inspired 
with  ideals  of  unselfish  service  will  be  paramount. 

With  increased  living  costs  and  higher  war  taxes,  we  must  guard  against 
a  false  economy  which  would  lower  support  to  the  public  schools  or  keep 
teachers'  salaries  below  that  of  other  essential  workers.  With  the  concen- 
tration of  wealth  in  the  cities  with  their  flourishing  war  industries  we  must 
be  alert  to  protect,  advance,  and  adequately  finance  our  rural  schools. 

It  is  humiliating  and  demeaning  to  the  teaching  profession  that  the 
salary  increase  given  to  the  lower  paid  teachers  should  be  provided  from 
revenue  derived  from  the  sale  of  liquor.  Surely  our  commonwealth  can 
recompense  teachers  from  other  revenues  than  those  derived  from  alcohol 
concerning  whose  narcotic  properties  teachers  constantly  advise  youth. 

Temperance 

The  Grange  reaffirms  its  stand  on  temperance  as  stated  in  previous 
sessions  of  this  body.  Under  the  stress  of  total  war,  we  call  upon  the 
Congress  and  President  of  the  United  States  to  slay  this  sacred  cow  which 
has  taken  the  place  of  the  brewers  big  horses.  She  parades  up  and  down 
our  roads  and  streets  on  war  winning  rubber,  freely  enters  the  camps  and 
posts  of  the  army,  produces  a  great  portion  of  the  absenteeism  in  industry, 
and  debauches  our  youth,  all  the  while  feeding  upon  the  vital  grains  pro- 
duced by  the  over-worked  farmer.  Rationing  is  not  sufficient  to  restrain 
the  beast.  It  should  be  slaughtered  and  the  horde  of  employees  caring  for 
this  untouchable  and  unrestrainable  consort  of  the  bulls  of  Bashan  should 
be  immediately  transferred  to  more  essential  war  work  or  to  the  army. 

Conservation 

Under  the  stress  of  an  all  out  global  war,  the  personnel  of  the  many 
federal  administrative  agencies  is  being  reduced,  and  bonus  payments  for 
lime,  fertilizer,  and  soil  erosion  have  been  curtailed.  This  is  a  consum- 
mation devoutly  wished.  However,  the  educational  work  on  all  types  of 
conservation  started  long  ere  the  above  mentioned  agencies  came  into  being, 
should  be  continued.  The  work  of  our  Pennsylvania  State  College,  School  of 
Agriculture  and  its  Agricultural  Extension  Service  along  these  lines  is 
vital.  Proper  crop  rotation  and  farm  practices  if  economically  sound  should 
be  employed  by  every  farm  family  as  they  strive  to  meet  the  goals  of  food 
for  victory.  Added  support  should  be  given  to  the  Pennsylvania  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  as  it  strives  to  control  the  com  borer,  Japanese  beetle, 
and  many  diseases  which  annually  destroy  our  crops  and  reduce  the  produc- 
tion of  our  farm  animals.  This  is  one  phase  of  the  home  front  we  dare  not 
neglect  if  victory  is  to  be  finally  ours. 

But  while  farmers  are  being  urged  to  employ  soil  conserving  practices, 
acre  after  acre  of  Pennsylvania  soil  is  being  destroyed  and  left  in  unsightly 
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non-productive  mounds  by  the  practice  of  coal  stripping.    The  companies  or

the  depth  of  15  to  30  feet,  pile  it  up  in  mountainous  ridges,  leaving  deep 

hollows  or  pools  between.    Once  productive  land  is  thus  left  in  dreary  waste 

of  banen  subsoil  without  grass  tuft,  bush,  tree,  or  even  weed  to  prevent 

gullying  and  erosion.    A  small  cost  of  from  5  to  10  cents  additional  per  ton 

on  the  coal  sold  would  easily  pay  for  the  leveling  or  replacing  of  this  soil 

when  the  coal  is  removed.    One  bulldozer  operating  perhaps  only  part  time 

while  the  ground  is  loose  would  do  the  job.    Valuable  land  would  thus  foe 

returned  to  cropping  or  to  forestry  and  the  natural  beauty  of  our  Pennsyl- 

vania  landscape  would  be  preserved  for  posterity.     We  urge  our  Grange 

bodies  to  introduce  and  promote  legislation  to  achieve  this  needed  piece  of 

conservation  and  soil  erpsion  prevention  which  could  thus  be  accomplished 

at  little  or  no  cost  to  the  state  or  national  government. 

Support  of  Research 

A  war  and  post  war  demand  that  agriculture  produce  food,  clothing, 
and  other  raw  materials  has  resulted  in  an  unprecedented  scale  of  produc- 
tion.    This  same  war  demand  is  depleting  our  supplies  of  petroleum,  coal, 
and  other  natural  fuel  resources.    Since  the  source  of  these  in  past  geologic 
ages  was  vegetation,  where  could  we  more  logically  look  for  future  sources 
of  similar  or  substitute  fuels  than  to  agriculture  ?     Already  Chemurgic,  the 
application  of  chemistry  to  the  utilization  of  agricultural  products,  has  pro- 
duced astounding  results.     These  are  evident  in  the  innumerable  uses  or 
products  evolved  from  the  soybean,  alcohol  for  fuel,  wool  from  milk,  and 
George  Washington  Carver's  work  with  the  peanut.    Such  research  may  well 
prove  not  merely  the  salvation  of  the  farmer  but  of  the  entire  nation. 
Artificial  rubber  from  farm  crops  rather  than  from  our  fast  disappearing 
oil  reserves  is  both  logical  and  scientifically  feasible.    Research  to  this  end 
and  for   the   purpose   of  discovering  and   introducing  new  and  profitable 
crops  should  be  supported  by  both  the  state  and  by  cooperatives  or  other 
companies  who  utilize  or  deal  in  farm  products  or  their  derivatives.     The 
work  and  research  of  our  School  of  Agriculture  and  Experiment  Station  is 
both  timely  and  invaluable  and  should  be  given  adequate  financial  support 
to  not  only  continue  its  long  time  projects  but  to  initiate  new  lines  of  re- 
search fundamental  to  progress  in  maintaining  the  health  and  well  being 
of  all  our  citizens.    Because  of  benefits  accruing  to  not  alone  the  farmer  but 
to  everyone  and   because   of  the  possible  utilization  of  their  findings  in 
national  defense  and  post  war  recovery,  we  commend  the  work  of  the  four 
sectional  research  laboratories  established  by  the  national  government.  The 
new  products  produced  from  farm  crops  and  already  being  manufactured  on 
a  commercial  scale  proves  the  soundness  of  the  project  from  a  scientific  and 
financial  viewpoint. 

Educational  Campaign  For  Farm  Products 

On  a  par  with  this  need  for  research  into  better  or  more  profitable  ways 
of  utilizing  farm  materials  and  waste  products,  is  the  need  for  more 
effective  publicity  as  to  the  superiority  of  our  farm  produced  foods  and 
materials  in  comparison  with  their  substitutes.  Research  has  shown  that 
milk  is  the  nearest  perfect  food,  rich  in  high  quality  proteins,  containing  the 
finest  sugar,  unequaled  in  nutritive  fat,  minerals  and  vitamins  galore.  Then 
why  not  talk  and  play  it  up  ?  Why  let  the  soft  drink  and  alcoholic  beverage 
people  steal  the  ads  and  set  the  fashion?  Our  native  fruits  and  fresh 
vegetables  are  unexcelled  sources  of  vitamins  and  essential  minerals.  Virgin 
wool  is  superior  to  the  product  of  the  rag  picker.  We  know  these  facts  as 
to  the  superiority  of  our  products,  but  they  must  be  kept  constantly  before 
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the  public.  The  oleo  controversy  now  at  fever  heat  is  a  case  in  point.  Oleo 
is  a  fat,  originating  as  a  by-product  from  the  seeds  or  other  vegetable 
sources.  It  has  food  value  but  butter  is  an  animal  food  fat  far  superior  &s 
shown  by  feeding  experiments.  Publicize  and  talk  up  the  dairy  product, 
butter;  demand  it  in  store  and  eating  places  insrtead  of  oleo.  Foods  fresh 
from  the  farm  or  garden  are  superior  nutritionally.  Bring  out  these  facts 
in  the  lecture  hour  so  that  every  Patron  knows  them;  then  tell  them  before 
service  clubs,  home  gatherings  and  women's  clubs.  Commend  editors  and 
columnists  when  they  boost  our  products.  They  are  human  and  respond  to 
praise  quicker  than  to  criticism. 

In  this  attempt  to  present  the  viewpoint  of  agriculture  to  the  consumers 
in  urban  centers,  we  commend  the  executive  committee  and  Mas-ter  of  the 
National  Grange  for  establishing  National  Agricultural  Research,  Inc.  The 
contacting  of  the  press  and  furnishing  of  a  weekly  column  defending  agri- 
culture against  the  vicious  attacks  over  subsidies,  inflation,  etc.,  has  long 
been  needed.  May  the  research  be  extended  and  our  local  Grange  leaders 
see  to  it  that  the  findings  appear  in  the  metropolitan  and  local  newspapers 
of  Pennsylvania. 

Education  For  Peace  and  Post  War 

As  the  war  progresses  the  problems  of  peace  and  post  war  reconstruc- 
tion become  ever  more  evident  and  difficult.  No  one  group  can  see  the 
problem  from  all  angles  at  once.  The  counsel  and  opinions  of  each  group 
together  with  the  lessons  from  the  past  will  be  needed.  We  of  agriculture 
who  live  close  to  Nature,  and  daily  experience  the  workings  of  Nature's 
God,  should  have  much  to  contribute.  For  this  reason  we  commend  to  those 
who  shall  select  our  nation's  representatives  at  the  peace  table,  the  inclu- 
sion of  the  National  Grange  Master,  Albert  S.  Goss,  to  represent  agriculture 
and  speak  for  our  rural  people.  Likewise  we  urge  the  selection  and  in- 
clusion of  a  woman,  preferably  a  mother,  to  represent  those  whom  war 
always  calls  upon  to  make  the  greatest  of  all  sacrifices  in  fleah  of  their 
flesh  and  bone  of  their  bone. 

Realizing,  however,  that  those  who  sit  around  the  peace  table  can  do 
little  unless  backed  up  by  an  intelligent  and  reasonably  unified  public  opin- 
ion, we  suggest  that  each  Grange  ponder,  debate,  and  discuss  the  various 
issues  as  they  arise.  Then  seek  to  make  their  individual  decisions  in  accord 
with  the  fundamental  moral  laws  which  undergird  the  entire  universe,  form 
the  cornerstones  of  the  Grange,  and  enable  us  to  go  forward  with  full  faith 
in  the  Fatherhood  of  that  Most  Worthy  of  All  Masters  and  in  the  spirit  of 
love  for  all  men,  our  brothers.

Whereas,  the  several  States  are  financially  able  to  care  for  their  own 
school  systems — 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  the  Lackawanna  County  Pomona  Grange 
No.  45  go  on  record  as  opposed  to  this  bill  which  would,  if  it  becomes  law 
eventually  nationalize  and  bureaucratize  our  school  system.  '

REPORT  OF  POMONA,  SUBORDINATE  AND  JUVENILE 

GRANGES 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Pomona — We  recommend  to  Pomona  officers  and  deputies,  along  with 
State  and  Juvenile  Deputy,  that  they  meet,  lay  a  foundation  and  plan  their 
work  to  help  Subordinate  Granges  to  carry  their  plans  for  advancement, 
especially  in  weak  Granges. 

We  recommend  that  this  be  done  as  soon  after  installation  of  officers  in 
the  Subordinate  Granges.  We  also  recommend  that  Pomona  Grange  co- 
operate with  agriculture  extension,  taking  an  active  interest  in  all  4-H 
Club  work  in  so  doing  will  interest  our  boys  and  girls  to  become  more 
interested  in  Grange  work. 

Subordinate — ^We  recommend  that  Masters  of  our  Subordinate  Grange 
make  an  effort  to  have  Grange  meeting  open  on  time,  and  all  Subordinate 
officers  to  memorize  the  opening  and  closing  charges.  Also  recommend 
more  diversified  and  educational  program  to  provide  thought  for  older 
people  and  fun  for  younger  people. 

We  look  with  great  hope  toward  the  Juvenile  Grange  as  a  means  of 
training  our  children  and  as  a  source  from  which  to  build  a  larger  and  a 
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better  Gran|?e  membership.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Pomona 
Masters  give  special  attention  to  this  phase  of  the  work  and  that  each 
Subordinate  Grange  endeavor  to  have  a  Juvenile  Grange  organized  if  none 
exists.  We  further  recommend  that  the  Juvenile  Matron  or  Patron  be  the 
second  officer  elected  and  be  installed  in  the  same  order. 

We  recognize  the  fact  that  each  branch  of  the  Grange  has  its  part  to 
play  but  we  believe  it  is  only  through  the  coordination  of  the  work  of 
Pomona,  Subordinate  and  Juvenile  Granges  that  we  can  accomplish  the 
greatest  good  for  agriculture.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MASTER'S  ADDRESS 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

The  Committee  on  the  Master's  Address  most  sincerely  congratulates 
him  on  his  clear  understanding  of  the  problems  of  Pennsylvania  agriculture 
and  also  his  fearless  expression  of  our  position. 

We  especially  call  to  the  attention  of  our  fellow  delegates  the  following 
parts  of  our  Worthy  Master's  address  and  urge  that  these  delegates  use 
them  in  building  up  Grange  membership  and  influence  in  Pennsylvania. 

*'We  shall  earnestly  endeavor  to  suppress  personal,  local,  sectional,  and 
natural  prejudices,  all  unhealthy  rivalry,  all  selfish  ambition." 

The  service  flags  ever  remind  us  of  our  duty  on  the  home  front.  May 
we  so  carry  our  responsibility  that  these  boys  may  return  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment  to  an  America  rededicated  by  their  sacrifice  and  all  out 
effort  to  the  principle  of  freedom  so  well  established  by  the  founders  of  our 
great  republic. 
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The  greatest  problem  confronting  the  American  Farmer  today  is  food 
production.  Much  of  the  farm  labor  problem  has  resulted  from  the  condition 
of  long  hours,  low  wages  and  unpaid  family  labor. 

Farmers  are  discouraged.  They  cannot  do  the  impossible,  they  know 
production  will  fall  below  the  country's  needs  at  this  critical  time. 

They  are  not  unmindful  of  the  judicial  statement  that  the  government 
has  a  right  to  regulate  that  which  it  subsidizes. 

On  establishing  price  ceilings  under  the  actual  cost  of  production, 
subsidies  have  been  resorted  to  as  a  means  of  meeting  production  costs. » 

This  added  tax  burden  seems  altogether  uncalled  for  at  this  time  when 
the  income  of  the  average  consumer  is  sufficient  to  pay  our  food  bill  as  we 
go  and  not  pass  it  on  to  future  generations  and  especially  to  the  boys  in 
battle. 

Subsidies  will  lead  to  economic  chaos.  If  we  maintain  price  ceilings, 
with  subsidies  to  meet  the  rising  costs,  we  will  develop  an  increasingly  un- 
balanced price  structure. 

American  agriculture  is  facing  a  real  crisis.  We  must  have  an  abund- 
ant food  supply.  If  our  farmers  receive  a  price  high  enough  to  make  it  pos- 
sible to  pay  a  wage  to  keep  labor  on  the  farm  and  if  they  are  permitted  to 
get  the  necessary  equipment  and  machinery  and  then  are  given  a  "gpood 
letting  alone,"  they  will  produce  a  maximum  yield. 

We  are  told  that  delinquency  among  the  young  people  is  very  rapidly 
increasing.  War  has  never  raised  the  moral  standards  of  a  people.  The 
call  for  clean,  wholesome  recreation  is  more  urgent  than  ever  before  and 
our  Granges  have  a  great  opportunity  for  service  in  this  field. 

For  many  years  the  Grange  has  rendered  a  distinct  service  to  our 
farmers.  Its  position  of  leadership  in  legislative  matters  will  amply  fit  it 
for  service  in  the  post  war  period  and  reconstruction  days  when  sane  counsel 
tempered  with  traditional  Americanism  will  be  so  badly  needed. 

During  the  year  many  of  our  Brothers  and  Sisters  have  passed  on. 
They  toiled  in  a  good  cause.  Their  work  is  finished.  They  have  been  called 
home,  but  the  hand  clasp,  the  smile  and  the  gentle  words  will  linger  long  to 
bless  their  memory. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  Master's  address  and  that  a  copy  of 
this  report  be  read  in  each  Subordinate  Grange.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSERVATION 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

It  is  the  belief  of  your  committee  that  the  term  conservation  has  many 
broad  interpretations.  The  natural  tendency  has  been  to  think  of  it  as  it 
applies  to  soil,  natural  resources,  power,  forests,  etc. 
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Great  work  has  been  done  toward  furthering  the  developments  in  con- 
servation, but  much  still  remains  incomplete.  This  incomplete  work  mu»t 
be  a  challenge  for  us,  as  Grangers,  to  advance  ever  forward  in  this  field. 

The  Agricultural  Extension  Service  is  helping  toward  the  Solution  of 
problems  m  the  conservation  movement.  We  recommend  a  closer  co-ordi- 
nation between  us  and  this  educational  service. 

We  deem  it  unfair  for  our  posterity  to  be  deprived  of  the  abundant 
supplies  of  natural  wealth  which  God  has  placed  at  our  disposal.  We,  the 
committee,  recommend  a  sound  conservation  program  for  the  better  use 
of  land  but  never  as  a  means  of  crop  control. 

Soil  conservation  methods  such  as  strip  farming,  contour  plowing,  and 
the  replanting  of  our  forests  are  already  being  practiced.  We  urge  a  much 
wider  practice  of  these  methods  which  have  proven  so  beneficial. 

Now,  as  we  are  engaged  in  World  War  II,  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
that  conservation  be  applied  in  a  much  wider  scope,  in  order  that  we  may 
bring  a  speedy  victory. 

Our  first  thoughts  must  turn  to  the  greatest  wealth,  the  youth  of  our 
nation.  It  is  too  easy  for  the  youth  of  our  nation,  even  to  those  millions  in 
the  armed  services,  to  obtain  alcoholic  beverages.  These  obscene  practices 
are  rapidly  disintegrating  their  physical,  moral,  social,  and  economic  stand- 
ards. We  believe  that  these  conditions  should  be  brought  to  the  immediate 
attention  of  our  legislative  bodies  in  order  that  these  practices  may  be 
corrected. 

Food  shortages  have  developed  and  are  continuing  to  increase.  This 
condition  impresses  upon  us  the  vital  necessity  for  the  conservation  of  our 
food  supply.  We  recommend  and  urge  that  our  present  supplies  of  food 
and  feed  be  used  as  food  and  feed  and  not  for  the  manufacture  of  alcoholic 
beverages.    . 

Our  Grange  must  continue  the  saving  and  collecting  of  such  scrap 
materials  as  metal,  fat,  and  paper.  After  these  goods  are  collected,  we 
must  put  them  in  the  proper  channels  so  that  they  may  be  reclaimed  and 
ready  for  military  and  civilian  use.

The  conservation  of  our  natural  resources  as  well  as  our  land  is  a 
problem,  and  we  urge  our  farmers  to  put  in  use  those  practices  recom- 
mended by  our  State  College  as  to  fertility  and  conservation.  Such  as  strip 
farming  and  terracing,  to  stop  as  near  as  possible  the  terrible  waste  of  our 
top  soil  by  erosion. 

We  recommend  that  steps  be  taken  to  have  the  ones  who  strip  for 
coal,  limestone,  or  other  minerals,  level  the  back  fill  to  the  extent  that  it 
can  be  used  for  reforestration  or  pasture  land. 

Marketing 

"Our  best  markets  are  right  here  at  home."  In  Pennsylvania  our 
markets  are  unlimited.  When  we  sell  locally  we  buy  locally,  then  both 
sellers  and  buyers  are  benefitted.  When  we  sell  locally,  Pennsylvania  has 
both  the  goods  and  the  money. 

In  the  last  three  years  the  American  farmer  has  produced  more  food 
than  ever  before.  The  good  Lord  has  blessed  us  with  copious  rains  and 
sunshine  to  make  this  possible,  and  in  some  years  to  come  we  will  have 
to  do  more.  With  the  end  of  the  war  we  will  have  to  assist  in  feeding 
the  starving  world,  and  if  unhampered  by  floors,  ceilings  and  other  devices 
of  control  bungling,  we  will  do  so  graciously. 

Farm  Labor 

The  Farmer  of  Pennsylvania  did  a  wonderful  job  this  last  year  produc- 
ing food  under  adverse  labor  conditions.  Thanks  to  our  wives  and  girls 
who  in  many  instances  took  a  man's  place  in  dairy  and  in  field  and  were 
very  willing  to  do  so.  Our  days  were  long — not  40  hour  weeks  but  70  and 
80  hours.    We  were  glad  to  do  it,  remembering  this  is  war  time.

If  the  promised  "more  machinery"  is  available  it  will  greatly  relieve 
the  labor  shortage. 

We  want  no  part  in  "enemy  prison  labor"  such  as  German  and  Japs, 
who  were  recommended  to  teach  us  to  keep  our  properties  and  persons 
clean. 

And  we  commend  the  Interstate  Farmers  Council  for  the  stand  they 
have  taken  against  the  John  Lewis  movement  to  organize  the  Dairy  Farmers. 
If  this  is  to  be  done  we  hope  it  will  be  by  an  "Honest  to  Goodness  Dairy 
Farmer." 
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Never  before  in  our  history  has  the  dairyman  faced  such  acute  prob- 
lems as  feed  and  dairy  cows.  At  the  price  of  feed  we  cannot  actually  afford 
to  run  a  dairy  for  proof  of  this,  consider  the  numbel:  of  sales  of  dairy  cattle, 
and  until  dairymen  get  an  adequate  price  for  their  milk,  we  cannot  see  a 
remedy. 

We  are  not  peons,  we  don't  want  a  subsidy  for  producing  milk,  all  we 
want  is  a  price  commensurate  with  labor  and  business. 

Unlike  hogs,  you  cannot  raise  a  dairy  cow  under  three  years  but  with 
adequate  feed  (of  which  we  think  there  is  an  abundant  supply  but  for  the 
bungled  distribution  of  same)  better  care  and  management,  the  production 
can  be  increased  immeasurably. 

The  control  of  Tuberculosis  and  Bangs  Disease  has  been  heretofore  a 
major  dairy  problem,  and  we  believe  the  control  of  Tuberculosis  well  in 
hand.  We  also  believe  there  is  now  a  safe  control  of  Bangs  Disease  through 
vaccination  of  our  calves  and  young  stock,  and  just  as  soon  as  the  Bureau 
of  Animal  Husbandry  can;  we  recommend  this  method  of  control  be  made 
use  of  as  this  plan  would  save  many  of  our  fine  dairy  cows  from  going  to 
slaughter. 

Agricultural  Education 

It  is  hoped  our  Granges  will  take  a  greater  interest  in  4-H,  the  F.  F.  A. 
and  the  Home  Economics  divisions  for  we  must  remember  these  are  the  men 
and  women  of  tomorrow.  For  we  believe  that  the  education  and  practices 
they  get  in  these  groups  is  unquestionably  worthwhile. 

And  we  wish  to  commend  the  Agriculture  Extension  Service  for  the 
great  service  they  are  rendering  to  the  Farmers  of  Pennsylvania. 

Further,  whenever  the  Department  of  Agriculture  deems  it  wise  we 
hope  the  State  Farm  show  or  exhibition  will  be  opened  for  our  use. 

Horticulture 

Fruit  growers  in  Pennsylvania  especially  in  the  Western  area,  ex- 
perienced a  bad  year  and  due  to  labor  and  machinery  shortage  made  their 
work  difficult  and  considerable  fruit,  especially  small  fruit,  was  lost,  but 
possibly  this  situation  will  ease  next  year.  But  with  the  same  care  aniJ 
quality  our  markets  will  be  preserved. 

We  urge  the  planting  of  trees,  shrubs  and  flowers  around  our  farm 
homes  to  beautify  and  enhance  their  value  always  remembering  "A  man's 
home  is  his  castle."    • 

We  commend  the  State  Highway  Department  for  the  work  it  has  done 
landscaping  and  beautifying  our  highways  and  recommend  this  work  be 
expanded. 

May  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  uphold  the  National  Grange  in  its 
stand  on  ceilings,  subsidies  and  any  other  plan  that  will  aid  American  agri- 
culture in  doing  its  100  %  to  supply  America  and  what  we  can  of  the  neces- 
sary food  and  fiber  to  feed  and  clothe  a  hungry  world. 

We  are  at  war — the  most  terrible,  devastating  and  costly  war  that  the 
world  has  ever  seen  and  realizing  a  well  fed  army  is  thrice  armed,  may  we 
keep  up  and  carry  on  with  the  blessing  of  God  do  our  share  unflinchingly  and 
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Report  adopted. 


unstintedly  until  our  boys  come  home,  for— "Freedom  can  exist  only  in  the 
society  of  knowledge  and  comfort."

Resolution  Presented  by  the  Committee 

Whereas,  there  has  been  so  much  reoccurrence  of  Bangs  disease  in  herds 
that  have  been  clean  for  a  considerable  period  and, 

Whereas,  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of  Pennsylvania  recognizes 
the  value  of  Calfhood  vaccination  and, 

Whereas,  the  vaccination  of  mature  animals  has  in  many  cases  elimi- 
nated the  losses  from  Bangs  disease. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  the  Federal  and  Pennsylvania  State 
Bureaus  of  Animal  Industry  inaugurate  a  plan  and  urge  the  vaccination  of 
all  calves  in  Pennsylvania  between  the  ages  of  4  months  and  8  months,  and 

Let  It  Be  Further  Resolved,  that  in  those  herds  that  have  been  under 
the  plan  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  for  the  eradication  of  Bangs 
disease  be  permitted  to  vaccinate  mature  animals  under  the  following  pro- 
visions: 

1.  On  the  same  day  but  previous  to  the  vaccination  a  blood  sample  be 
drawn.  If  the  resultant  test  shows  a  positive  reaction,  the  animal  is  to  be 
condemned  and  the  owner  indemnified  as  at  present.  If  negative  the  vacci- 
nated animal  is  to  remain  in  the  herd  and  tested  at  frequent  intervals. 

If  negative  during  this  eighteen  months  period  the  animal  would  be 
eligible  for  certification. 

2.  All  mature  animals  so  vaccinated  shall  not  be  pregnant  and  shall  not 
be  bred  for  sixty  days  after  vaccination. 

All  mature  animals  to  be  vaccinated  during  a  12  months  period.

Resolution  No.  10 — Presented  by  Bucks  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  the  Administration's  food  program  with  reference  to  dairy 
produces  and  livestock  is  creating  a  scarcity  rather  than  an  abundance;  and 

Whereas,  subsidy  programs  to  correct  this  are  a  sure  route  to  credit 
inflation,  the  most  dangerous  type  of  inflation;  and 

Whereas,  the  Government  policies  continue  to  be  uncertain; 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  Pomona  Grange  No.  22,  of  Lower  Bucks 
and  Philadelphia  Counties,  endorse  the  return  to  pre  war  policies  of  free 
markets  and  unhampered  opportunity  for  private  enterprise  in  the  produc- 
tion and  sale  of  essential  products.

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Resolved,  in  session  of  Butler  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  17,  December

and  that  we  go  back  to  the  former  system  of  making  and  paying  our  return 
once  a  year,  March  15th,  as  formerly.

Resolution  No.  25 — Presented  by  Crawford  County  Pomona 

Offered  by  the  Committee  as  a  substitute  for  No.  34  and  No.  36 

Whereas,  Union  organizers  representing  District  50,  United  Mine  Work- 
ers  of  America  are  devoting  much  effort  to  securing  membership  among 
the  farmers  of  Western  Pennsylvania  and  elsewhere  and 

Whereas,  we  believe  that  the  interests  of  labor  and  of  Agriculture  can 
best  be  represented  by  separate  organizations,  each  democratically  con- 
trolled, and  that  agriculture  at  present  has  sufficient  and  proper  organiza- 
tions already  set  up  that  are  capable  of  handling  their  own  problems  as 
they  arise. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  26 
go  on  record  as  opposing  the  activity  of  the  labor  unions  in  the  field  of 
agriculture,  and  that  we  support  to  the  fullest  extent  the  educational  pro- 
gram of  Interstate  Farmers  Council,  Inc.,  along  these  lines.

Resolution  No.  29 — Presented  by  Lackawanna  County  Pomona 

Whereas,  the  present  plan  for  the  elimination  of  Bangs  Disease  has 
been  too  slow  and  somewhat  ineffective,  and 

Whereas,  the  lapse  of  time  between  the  drawing  of  the  blood  samples 
and  the  report  of  the  test  to  the  herd  owner  has  caused  infested  animals  to 
remain  in  the  herd  to  infect  other  animals  thus  causing  great  financial  loss 
to  the  dairyman  and  additional  loss  to  the  State,  and 

Whereas,  this  delay  in  eliminating  reactors  from  a  herd  has  thus  caused 
the  spread  of  the  disease  so  that  many  valuable  breeding  animals  and  much 
needed  milk  production  has  been  lost,  and 

Whereas,  a  diagnosis  made  by  a  laboratory  technician  far  removed  from 
the  infected  animals  has  ignored  other  valuable  symptoms  that  could  be 
used  by  a  veterinarian  in  the  field  to  diagnose  the  disease,  and 

Whereas,  many  blood  samples  are  hemolized  in  transit  due  to  time  and 
distance  from  the  central  state  laboratory,  and 

Whereas,  the  conducting  of  Bangs  test  and  tubercular  tests  now  require 
two  separate  distinct  organizations  with  a  duplication  of  files,  office  force, 
field  workers  and  mileage  traveled  thus  adding  great  expense  to  the  work 
and  added  labor  to  the  dairyman  who  must  have  cows  tested  twice  when  it 
could  be  done  on  one  visit, 
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Be  It  Resolved,  that  the  Pomona  Grange  of  Lackawanna  County  peti- 
tion the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  to  combine  the  Bangs  testing  and 
tubercular  testing  under  one  head,  using  one  filing  system, 

That  T.  B.  and  Bangs  tests  be  conducted  simultaneously  in  an  area  by 
the  same  group  of  veterinarians; 

That  a  mobile  laboratory  accompany  these  field  workers  so  that  re- 
ports and  appraisals  can  be  made  promptly; 

That  diagnosis  for  Bangs  disease  be  made  by  the  veterinarian  at  the 
time  he  is  reading  the  tubercular  test,  with  information  furnished  by  the 
laboratory  technician  plus  any  further  information  he  may  find  in  the  herd; 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  that  money  be  made  available  for  elimination 
of  Bangs  disease  as  rapidly  as  is  requested  by  90%  of  the  herd  owners  in 
any  area, 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  that  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  act  prompt- 
ly to  make  whatever  changes  are  necessary  to  put  such  a  program  into 
effect  since  under  the  present  plan  a  constructive  dairy  program  on  a  com- 
munity basis  is  impractical  if  not  impossible,  and  to  prevent  the  loss  in 
production  and  loss  in  manpower  at  a  time  when  the  country  needs  to  pro- 
duce and  conserve  to  the  utmost. 

Not  approved  by  the  committee. 

Action  of  the  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  30 — Presented  by  Lawrence  County  Pomona 

Whereas,  it  is  an  inconvenience  to  the  farmer  to  go  to  work  one  hour 
earlier  and  quit  one  hour  earlier,  and  whereas,  this  is  causing  the  use  of 
lights  a  longer  period  of  time,  it  is  causing  the  use  of  more  electricity. 

Whereas,  the  rural  children  are  compelled  to  walk  to  school  over  the 
highway  before  daylight,  or  are  compelled  to  wait  along  the  highway  for 
the  school  bus.    This  is  endangering  the  lives  of  school  children. 

Whereas,  the  use  of  this  war  time  is  a  hazard  to  the  farmer,  making  it 
impossible  to  get  the  full  benefit  of  the  sun.  We  also  believe  this  en- 
dangers the  defense  worker  in  going  to  work. 

Be  It  Resolved,  that  the  East  Brook  Grange  Number  1706  favors  and 
urges  the  return  of  Eastern  Standard  Time.  We  ask  that  Lawrence  County 
Pomona  No.  65  accept  this  resolution,  and  send  a  copy  on  to  state  grange.

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  37 — Presented  by  Jefferson  County  Pomona 
Whereas,  there  is  a  shortage  of  food, 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  Jefferson  County  Pomona  No.  20  go  on  record  as 
recommending,  that  all  crop  curtailment  program  be  abolished. 

Approved  in  principle  by  the  Committee. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 
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Whereas,  at  the  1942  session  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange,  a  reso- 
lution  presented  by  McKean  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  53,  was  adopts, 
requesting  and  petitioning  "all  milk  plants  to  hand  each  patron  a  copy  of 
the  weight  of  milk  delivered  each  day," 

Whereas,  this  problem  still  annoys  the  dairymen, 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  we,  the  members  of  McKean  County 
Pomona  Grange  No.  53,  assembled  in  session  at  Port  Allegheny,  Pennsyl- 
vania on  December  8,  1943,  request  the  cooperation  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Statae  Grange  in  solving  this  problem.

REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

The  firm  position  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  for  half  a  century 
has  been  for  home  rule,  for  the  rights  of  communities  and  local  divisions  of 
government  to  govern  themselves,  and  against  the  centralization  of  the 
powers  of  government,  either  in  the  state  or  in  the  nation. 

Unfortunately,  the  position  which  we  have  uniformly  held  has  not  been 
given  sufiicient  consideration,  and  we  have  seen  a  steadily  increasing  tend- 
ency toward  centralization  of  power.  First,  that  tendency  appeared  in  our 
own  State,  where  the  powers  of  boroughs,  townships  and  school  districts 
were  gradually  taken  over  by  State  Departments  and  Bureaus.  And  second, 
more  recently  there  has  been  an  encroachment  upon  the  powers  of  States, 
and  their  subdivisions,  by  the  Federal  Government.  Never  before  in  the 
history  of  this  republic  has  there  been  such  a  concentration  of  power  as  we 
now  have  in  Washington.    We  call  that  concentration  of  power  bureaucracy. 

Bureaucracy,  in  its  most  objectionable  form,  is  the  delegation  of  broad 
powers  to  departments,  commissions  and  bureaus,  followed  by  the  exercise 
of  those  powers  through  rules  and  regulations  and  interpretations,  under 
which  there  is  assumed  authority  even  beyond  that  granted  by  the  original 
laws  of  Congress,  which  first  conferred  those  powers. 

The  result  is  that  today  in  this  country  we  have,  not  a  government  of 
laws  passed  by  legislative  bodies,  but  a  government  of  rules,  regulations, 
directives,  and  orders  made  by  subordinate  branches  of  government.  In- 
stead of  laws,  which  when  enacted  are  stable,  and  which  can  be  criticized 
in  committees  of  Congress  before  their  enactment,  and  which  are  printed 
and  circulated  for  all  to  see,  today  we  have  the  rules  and  orders  made  in 
secret  by  employees  of  government,  not  by  elected  representatives  of  the 
people,  which  rules  and  orders  can  be  changed  overnight  by  the  whims  of  the 
bureaucrats  who  made  them,  which  are  not  subject  to  public  scrutiny  before 
they  are  issued  or  changed  and  which  are  not  griven  public  circulation. 

For  example,  the  Office  of  Price  Administration,  usually  referred  to  as 
OPA,  goes  even  farther  than  as  above  outlined.  OPA  issues  its  rules  and 
regulations,  it  employs  hundreds  of  people  to  enforce  them,  it  sets  up  its 
own  courts  within  itself,  to  hear  cases  brought  in  by  its  own  employees  and 
regarding  its  own  rules;  and  then  usually  without  an  adequate  opportunity 
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of  defense  to  the  accused,  OPA  deprives  the  accused  of  the  benefits  of  the 
rationing  devices  it  has  established. 

Never  before  in  our  history  have  we  had  a  bureau  issuing  rules,  then 
bringing  a  prosecution  before  itself  for  the  violation  of  those  rules.  Not 
only  that  but  citizens  are  deprived  of  their  constitutional  rights  of  appeal 
through  local  established  courts  and  must  make  their  appeal  through  the 
OPA  court  in  Washington. 

NATIONAL  ISSUES 

Food 

Food  is  vital.  It  is  as  necessary  as  the  air  we  breathe.  It  is  essential 
for  civilians,  our  armed  forces  and  for  our  allies.  This  being  so,  logic  would 
indicate  that  farmers,  who  produce  the  food,  would  receive  preferential  and 
favorable  treatment  to  enable  them  to  produce  that  food. 

But  Bureaucracy  ruled  otherwise.  With  superhuman  effrontery,  if  not 
wisdom,  it  first  labeled  farmers  as  profiteers.  Then  it  placed  price  ceilings 
on  farm  products  at  less  than  the  cost  of  production.  And  now,  it  is  trying 
to  convince  the  public  that  a  dangerous  inflation  will  result  if  farmers  re- 
ceive adequate  prices  for  food  as  dictated  by  the  natural  forces  of  supply 
and  demand. 

A  dangerous  inflation  is  confronting  us.  It  comes  from  the  policies  of 
the  Federal  government  itself.  When  a  nation  deliberately  increases  wages, 
establishes  a  huge  national  debt,  expands  its  currency  by  leaps  and  bounds 
and  through  the  lack  of  coordinated  effort  causes  great  waste  of  money  and 
resources,  that  nation  cannot  escape  its  responsibility  for  inflation  by  de- 
priving farmers  of  the  cost  of  production  of  food,  and  then  claiming  that 
fair  prices  to  farmers  will  cause  inflation.  Of  course,  prices  are  rising,  but 
that  is  the  result,  not  the  cause  of  inflation. 

Low  ceilings  on  farm  products  which  compel  the  farmer  either  to  pro- 
duce at  a  loss  or  cut  down  his  operations,  or  liquidate  them  entirely,  mean 
less  food.  Consumers  in  our  towns  and  cities  are  wise  if  they  urge  fair 
prices  to  the  farmer  in  the  market  place,  for  it  will  mean  ample  food  for 
consumers,  it  will  enable  the  farmer  to  hire  labor  and  purchase  machinery 
and  supplies  which  will  stimulate  production  and  assure  consumers  ample 
food.  If  production  is  greatly  increased  and  there  is  more  food  than  con- 
sumers require,  the  law  of  supply  and  demand  will  keep  prices  down. 

The  true  facts  of  today's  problems  in  agriculture  are  seldom  told  to  the 
general  public  either  fairly  pr  completely.  Unfair  comparisons  are  fre- 
quently made.  Farmers  do  not  want  excessive  prices.  They  do  not  desire 
inflation.  They  only  ask,  in  return  for  their  capital  outlay,  their  long  hours 
of  toil,  often  outside  in  inclement  weather,  a  commensurate  income  so  that 
they  can  keep  on  producing  the  foods  so  necessary  to  feed  this  famished 
world. 

The  American  farmer  has  never  shirked,  has  never  called  a  sit  down 
strike,  but  now— in  the  midst  of  this  great  catastrophe,  global  in  extent,  we 
wonder  if  patience  and  forbearance,  sometimes,  cease  to  be  virtues. 

We,  therefore,  believe  that  Congress  should  not  only  refuse  to  reena<jt 
the  Price  Control  Law,  or  other  similar  measures,  insofar  as  they  affect 
farm  products,  but  that  the  laws  should  be  immediately  amended  to  take 
away  from  OPA  and  other  agencies,  as  quickly  as  possible,  all  power  of 
price  fixing  of  farm  products.  Let  us  try  for  a  time  the  old  method  of 
pricing  of  food  based  upon  the  laws  of  supply  and  demand. 
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For  reasons  already  given,  we  are  opposed  to  subsidies  to  farmers  to 
keep  down  the  price  to  consumers.  Subsidies  do  not  meet  their  announced 
purpose,  are  discriminatory  as  between  farmers  and  are  bureaucratic  rules 
and  regulations,  subject  to  capricious  changes  and  are  a  means  of  oppres- 
sion to  many. 

Oleomargarine 

We  continue  to  oppose  any  change  in  our  oleomargarine  laws  either  in 
the  state  or  nation.  Oleo,  if  as  good  as  its  makers  claim,  ahould  be  sold  for 
what  it  is  worth  and  not  as  an  imitation  of  butter,  one  of  our  best  foods. 

Tax  Laws 

We  urge  upon  the  Congress  to  preserve  to  farm  organization,  coopera- 
tive and  otherwise,  the  present  status  under  Federal  Income  Tax  Laws. 

Buy  Bonds 

We  urge  farmers  to  reinvest  their  savings  and  to  place  their  profits,  if 
they  have  any,  in  War  Bonds  and  Stamps. 

Farm  Labor 

We  favor  the  continuance  of  the  supervision  of  allotment  of  emergency 
farm  labor  through  the  Extension  Service. 

Milk 

We  reiterate  the  policy  that  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  has  so  con- 
sistently followed  in  the  past  in  regard  to  milk  problems,  still  believing  that 
the  milk  situation  should  be  handled  through  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
instead  of  the  Milk  Control  Commission.

Bangs  Disease  and  Bovine  Tuberculosis 

We  favor  adequate  appropriations  to  the  State  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture for  the  eradication  of  Bangs  Disease  and  Bovine  Tuberculosis. 

State  College 

We  urge  upon  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  that  the  special  appro- 
priation to  the  School  of  Agriculture  of  Pennsylvania  State  College  for 
research  be  continued  and  that  funds  so  appropriated  be  definitely  used  in 
research  work. 

Conclusion 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Legislative  Committee,  notwithstanding  all  of 
the  complex  problems  which  face  our  State  Grange  and  our  farmers  in 
Pennsylvania,  that  the  most  important  issue  confronting  us  is  the  return  to 
the  people  of  the  rights  of  self  government.  Our  forefathers  fought  at 
Lexington  and  Concord  to  preserve  those  rights.  Our  history  since  those 
early  days  has  proved  that  by  self  government  and  by  the  exercise  of  in- 
dividual initiative  and  thrift,  our  country  has  become  great. 

Any  permanent  change  in  that  system,  any  permanent  idea  that  govern- 
ment can  become  the  benefactor  of  a  segment  of  our  population,  any  perma- 
nent acceptance  of  the  idea  that  government  is  the  master  instead  of  the 
servant  of  the  people,  will  lead  to  disaster. 
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America  must  return  to  the  old  fundamentals.  Our  people  must  re- 
assume  their  responsibilities.  The  affairs  of  government  must  be  returned 
to  officials  elected  by  and  responsible  to  the  people. 

Our  first  obligation  is  to  win  the  war.  Our  second  is  to  see  that  when 
the  war  is  won,  bureaucracy  is  removed  and  that  the  people  again  come 
into  control. 

Farmers  are  patriotic.  They  want  to  do  their  part  in  winning  the  war. 
Free  them  from  unsound  and  restrictive  controls  and  they  will  do  more  than 
their  share  in  the  achievement  of  victory.

Whereas,  the  consumer  with  his  present  high  income  is  better  able  to 
finance  living  costs  today  than  at  any  time  in  our  history,  we  believe  under 
circumstances  there  is  no  justification  whatsoever  for  the  payment  of  con- 
sumer food  subsidies,  which  would  make  us  one  big  nation  of  board-jumpers. 

Farm  subsidies  are  cash  payments. 

Our  National  debt  is  stupendous. 

Whereas,  subsidizing  farm  products  increases  our  debt  and  decades  to 
come  will  not  see  the  redemption  of  this  debt.  Shall  our  soldiers  who  are 
giving  their  all,  over  there,  return  to  America  and  be  forced  by  taxes  to 
pay  the  food  cost  which  we  have  avoided.  Neither  the  producer  of  farm 
products  nor  the  consumer  can  afford  to  trifle  with  subsidies.

Whereas,  the  requirements  of  lease-lend  and  the  Armed  Forces  has 
greatly  reduced  the  domestic  supply  of  butter,  thus  bringing  great  pressure 
for  the  suspension  of  the  present  manufacturer's  tax  on  oleomargarine,  and 

Whereas,  we  believe  oleomargarine  should  stand  on  its  own  merits  and 
not  as  an  imitation  of  butter; 
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Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  we  oppose  any  attempt  to  change  the 
present  oleomargarine  tax  laws.

Be  It  Further  Directed,  that  copies  of  this  Resolution  be  sent  to  Penn- 
sylvania State  Grange  and  to  Fred  Brenckmann.

Resolution  No.  22 — Presented  by  Clinton  County  Pomona 

Whereas,  Pennsylvania  has  experienced  several  plans  for  the  sale  of 
liquor,  under  license,  notably  two.  The  Brooks  High  License  Law,  which 
made. 

First,  the  applicant  to  be  a  suitable  married  man,  morally  fit, 

Second,  the  premises  a  suitable  house,  with  specifications  defined  by 
law, 

Third,  necessity,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  traveling  public,  oper- 
ated under  police  regulation. 

The  license  to  be  granted  by  the  Court  upon  due  proof  shown  as  to  all 
the  above  requirements.  Said  Court  being  responsible  to  the  people  in  the 
district  within  his  jurisdiction  and  other  legal  authority,  and 

The  present  law  with  its  forty  chair  requirement  with  sandwich  specifi- 
cations and  the  license  granted  by  the  Liquor  Board,  mostly  resiwnsible  to 
itself. 

Whereas,  The  Pennsylvania  State  Legislature  recognized  the  inadequacy 
of  the  present  law  at  its  last  session,  and  showed  a  real  interest  in  passing 
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something  better,  there  was  not  enough  organized  effort  in  that  direction  to 
combat  the  liquor  mterests  who  are  the  sole  beneficiaries. 

Whereas,  the  Brooks  law  was  far  from  being  perfect,  the  present  one 
is  far  less  perfect,  principally  because  regulation  is  so  remote  and  inacces- 
sible, with  the  practice  of  granting  licenses  promiscuously  upon  payment  of 
the  fee,  and  m  practice  the  regulation  left  in  the  licensee,  that  the  former 
is  preferable  ten  to  one. 

Whereas,  daily  observation,  with  Churches,  Sunday  Schools,  Civic 
Bodies,  and  police  reports  from  all  quarters  of  the  State,  showing  a  mount- 
ing tide  of  moral  delinquency  among  boys,  girlsf  men,  women,  in  the  home, 
in  public,  in  the  Criminal,  the  Domestic  Relations  and  Divorce  Courts,  very 
largely  due  to  loose  liquor  traffic. 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  this  Clinton  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  29,  at 
this  November  meeting,  go  on  record  as  asking  for  the  repeal  of  this  present 
liquor  law  in  its  entirety.  And  the  re-enactment  of  the  Brooks  Law,  with 
all  its  major  specifications  as  to  necessity,  suitability,  jurisdiction,  regula- 
tion and  responsibility,  etc.,  or  a  similar  law  embodying  all  the  above  re- 
quirements, with  severe  penalties  for  any  misrepresentations  or  violations. 

Resolved,  that  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange 
meeting  at  Williamsport,  Pa.,  with  the  request  that  it  most  vigorously  spon- 
sor such  action,  both  as  a  vital  moral  necessity  and  in  accordance  with 
avowed  Grange  policy. 

Approved  by  the  committee. 

On  motion  by  Brother  John  A.  McSparran,  the  following  statement  was 
substituted  for  the  report  of  the  Committee:  "The  Pennsylvania  State 
Grange  stands  squarely  upon  its  long  established  record  of  opposing  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors." 

The  substituted  statement  was  approved  by  the  delegate  body. 

Resolution  No.  23 — Presented  by  Crawford  County  Pomona 
Offered  by  the  Committee  as  a  Substitute  for  No.  24  and  No.  28 

Whereas,  all  agriculture  realizes  the  need  of  agriculture  being  repre- 
sented at  the  Peace  Table;  and  that  its  representative  should  be  one  thor- 
oughly acquainted  with  the  problems  of  agriculture  and  devoted  to  its 
interest;  and 

Whereas,  the  one  man  on  whom  all  agriculture  can  rely,  and  in  whom 
they  have  explicit  faith,  through  his  proven  efforts  in  the  best  interest  of 
not  only  agriculture  but  the  nation  and  the  world,  is  Albert  Goss,  Master  of 
the  National  Grange.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION 

AND  BY-LAWS 

(Good  of  the  Order) 

Resolution  Presented  by  the  Committee 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Patrons  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Resolved,  that  Section  1  of  Article  X  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Grange  be  amended  to  read:  "The  minimum  dues  in  a 
Subordinate  Grange  shall  be  $1.80  per  year,  payable  quarterly,  semi-an- 
nually or  annually  in  advance.  A  Grange  may  increase  its  dues  for  good 
reason  but  may  not  reduce  them  below  $1.80." 

Resolved,  that  Section  2  of  Article  X  be  amended  to  read:  "The  Secre- 
tary of  each  Subordinate  Grange  shall  remit  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Grange  the  sum  of  nineteen  and  three  fourths  cents  per  member  each  quar- 
ter." 

Resolved,  that  Section  6  of  Article  VII  be  amended  to  read:  *  ♦  ♦  "The 
Secretary  of  each  Subordinate  Grange  shall  report  quarterly  and  pay  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  State  Grange  one-half  of  all  initiation  fees  received 
during  that  quarter;  also  a  quarterly  dues  of  nineteen  and  three-fourths 
cents  for  each  member,  of  which  four  cents  for  each  member  shall  be  sent 
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by  the  State  Grange  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Pomona  Grange  with  which 
the  Subordinate  Grange  is  affiliated,  which  quarterly  sum  of  four  cents  shall 
be  in  lieu  of  the  minimum  dues  of  said  member  in  the  Pomona  Grange."  ♦  ♦ 

Resolved,  that  Section  4  of  Article  XV  be  amended  to  read:  "The  mini- 
mum fee  for  membership  in  a  Pomona  Grange  shall  be  one  dollar  each  for 
Husbandmen  and  fifty  cents  each  for  Matrons,  and  the  minimum  dues  shall 
be  the  quarterly  payment  of  four  cents  per  member  remitted  by  the  State 
Grange  to  the  Pomona  Grange  as  provided  in  Article  VII,  Section  6." 

The  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  more  than  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
delegates  present  as  provided  by  the  Constitution.

Resolved,  that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  approve  the  amendment 
to  Article  VIII,  Section  4,  of  the  National  Grange,  to  read:  "The  Treasurer 
of  the  State  Grange  shall  pay  to  the  Secretary  of  the  National  Grange,  in 
quarterly  installments,  the  annual  dues  of  sixteen  cents  for  each  member 
in  the  State  except  Golden  Sheaf  members;"  *  *  * 

By  vote  of  the  delegate  body,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

Resolution  Presented  by  the  Committee 

Resolved,  that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  DISAPPROVE  the  pro- 
posed sections  2,  3  and  4  of  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution  of  the  National 
Grange  requiring  Juvenile  Granges  to  pay  dues  to  the  National  Grange.
